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BRADEN- BREEDEN-BREBEN 


WILLIAM  BRADEN  is  listed  in  the  1830  Census  of  Lincoln  County,  Tennessee,  in 
the  20-30  age  bracket.  We  believe  this  nan  to  be  our  great-grandfather. 

On  April  12,  1828,  he  sold  fifty  acres  of  land  to  Isaac  Gattis  in  that  county. 
He  acquired  this  land  by  a  grant,  for  which  he  paid  an  acre,  19  January 

1827.  The  state  of  North  Carolina  set  aside  some  land  in  Tennessee  and  gave 
it  to  men  who  served  in  the  North  Carolina  Continental  Line  during  the 
Revolutionary  W  ar,  but  this  was  not  the  case  here,  as  it  was  written  in  the 
grant  that  it  is  what  was  called  a  "purchased  grant",  A  photostatic  copy  of 
the  grant  gives  no  information  as  to  where  William  Braden  came  from.  This 
is  grant  No.  5161. 

William  Braden  brought  his  family  to  Moore's  Prairie,  in  Jefferson  County,  Ill. 
some  time  between  1841  and  1845,  since  it  occurred  between  the  birth  of  the 
last  two  children,  Dorothy  and  William  D. ,  as  the  I85O  Census  states  that 
Dorothy  M.  was  nine  years  old  and  born  in  Tennessee,  and  William  D.  was  five 
years  old  and  born  in  Illinois.

All  the  family  lore  has  it  that  W  Lilian's  wife  was  Elizabeth,  this  from  Aunt 
Florence  in  1937?  and  from  Uncle  Joe  until  his  death  in  1955*  The  census 
showing  her  name  as  Sarah  perhaps  means  that  she  was  a  second  wife.  This  is 
something  that  none  of  the  grand-children  mentioned,  however. 

Uncle  Joe  said  that  their  grandfather  William  had  only  one  arm,  and  that  his 
other  arm  was  crushed  at  a  "log  rolling".  They  did  not  know  where  it  happened, 
not  when. 

From  the  "History  of  Jefferson  County,  Illinois , "Perrin,  Page  369. 

"Spring  Garden  Township  takes  in  quite  a  little  corner  of  Moore's  Prairie. 

William  Davis  and  William  Braden  were  early  ministers  of  the  Baptist  Chruch, 
as  well  as  early  settlers  of  the  Township." 

"Religious  meetings  were  held  early,  and  a  number  of  the  early  settlers  were 
ministers  of  the  Old  School  Baptist  Church.  Among  these  were  William  Davis, 
William  Braden,  Solomon  Goddard,  Isaac  Smith  and  Noble  Anderson." 

***** 

On  July  25,  1852,  William  Breeden  received  a  grant  of  land,  43.8  Acres,  in  Spring 
Garden  Township,  for  service  in  the  War  of  1812.  The  Tennessee  Archives  furn¬ 
ished  the  military  record  of  a  William  Braden  and  a  William  Breeden  in  the  We r 
of  1812,  at  different  times.  The  tine  of  service  mentioned  in  the  grant  was 
that  of  William  Breeden.  This  land  he  sold  in  April  11,  1862,  to  the  son,  Andrew 
J.  Braden.  He  signed  this  deed  as  William  Braden,  and  his  wife  Sarah  signed.

This  land  is  the  sane,  according  to  the  description,  as  the  same  land  nentioned 
in  the  grant.  He  sold  this  land  for  $200,  or  "to  take  care  of  us  our  lieftime." 
On  November  8,  1862,  Andrew  J.  sold  the  land  for  $120. 

The  Archives  in  Y/ashington  furnished  copies  of  two  applications  for  Bounty 
Land,  18^0  and  1855,  by  Y/illia m  Breden,  no  mention  of  where  he  came  from  origin¬ 
ally.  He  signed  both  applications  nViTilliam  Breden"  in  a  fair  hand,  so  he  could 
read  and  write.  They  state  that  he  was  a  private  in  the  Creek  Indian  Y/ar. 

The  second  grant,  dated  1855?  calls  for  120  Acres,  but  so  far  we  have  located 
only  40  Acres,  which  was  in  Dodds  Township,  adjoining  the  above  mentioned  40, 
in  Spring  Garden  Township. 

Since  he  sold  this  land  in  the  year  1862,  and  since  Andrew  J.  was  about  2J  and 
the  younger  son  William  was  17»  just  right  for  the  Army,  it  could  be  that  these 
people  were  Southern  sympathizers  and  left  Illinois  for  a  neutral  state.  V/e 
believe  they  went  to  Missouri.  Cur  Grandfather,  James  Noel,  was  married  and 
remained  in  Illinois.  Perhaps  the  fact  that  he  married  into  a  nest  of  Aboli¬ 
tionists,  McDaniels  and  Hollands,  accounts  for  the  fact  that  there  was  no,  or 
at  least  very  little,  communication. 


Aunt  Dorothy  married  a  V/illiam  Hamlin  and  I  have  traced  their  descendants  to 
Colorado,  but  they  lcnow  nothing  about  the  early  family.  John  was,  according  to 
our  grandfather,  his  twin,  a  "Campbellite "  preacher.  Elizabeth,  the  oldest 
child,  was  married  August  2b,  18^6,  to  Joseph  Lvell.  The  record  shows  Elizabeth 
BREEDEN.  W  hen  James  Noel  married  his  first  wife,  (sane  place,  same  Justice  of 
the  Peace),  his  record  shows  James  BREDEN. 


In  a  letter  to  Uncle  Joe,  written  in  1908,  when  grand-father  died,  from  Primero, 
Colorado,  Aunt  Dorothy  states  that  her  brother  William  Jr.  lived  at  Jopkin,  Mo. 
and  load  a  son  in  St.  Louis.  These  we  have  been  unable  to  find.  We  do  not 
know  where  V/illiam  and  his  wife  went,  nor  where  they  died  and  were  buried. 


Our  grandfather,  James  Noel,  born  Feb.  21,  18^6,  Lincoln  County,  Term.,  married 
first  Martha  Richards,  in  I856,  and  they  were  the  parents  of  a  daughter, 

Florence  Eva.  Martha  died  and  he  married  our  grandmother,  Martelia  Nelms  McDaniel, 
March  8,  i860.  They  had  four  children,  as  follows:

V/hen  grandfather  and  grandmother  were  married,  he  worked  for  Joseph  Hopkins 
McDaniel,  his  father-in-law,  in  his  flour  mill,  so  it  was  a  case  of  marrying  the 
boss’  daughter.  He  was  a  devoutly  religious  man,  and  was  one  of  the  five  men 
who  organized  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  McLeansboro,  Illinois.  He  was  partially 
deaf  all  his  life.  He  joined  the  Union  Army  at  the  outset  of  the  Civil  V/ar,  but 
was  discharged  because  of  his  hearing. 

It  is  noticeable  that  William  Braden  and  his  wife  were  older  than  most,  to  have 
children  as  young  as  these.  Elizabeth,  the  oldest  child,  was  born  when  her 
mother  was  thirty-two  and  her  father  thirty-nine.  They  may  have  lost  their  older 
children  in  an  epidemic  or  accident,  or  were  married  late  in  life,  which  is  a 
little  unusual  for  that  time.  This  also  may  have  been  a  second  marriage,  and 
there  may  have  been  older  children.  V/e  do  not  know.  Since  the  grandchildren 

were  so  positive  that  their  grandmother  was  named  Elizabeth,  it  is  possible

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Sarah  was  mother  of  only  the  last  child,  as  there  was  a  gap  of  four  years  be¬ 
tween  Dorothy  and  William. 

The  i860  Census  records  of  our  grandfather,  James  Noel  Braden  gives  a  different 
birthplace  for  William  Braden  and  his  wife,  than  the  18^0  Census  does.  This 
is  an  error,  hov/ever,  as  the  I860  Census  records  show  that  William  Braden  says 
he  was  born  in  Virginia,  as  was  his  wife.

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Grandfather  McDaniel  lived  on  Caney  Fork  River  in  Sparta.  VM-tc  Comity , 

nod  twenty  slaves,  and  also  a.  ferry  that  ferried  the  wayfarers 
rcl:  .'von  Western  Tennessee  to  V/est  Tennessee,  Illinois,  and 
further  west.  They  had  a  lar'  e  plantation,  raising  cotton,  corn  and  sugar  cane. 
He  didn't  love  the  ides,  of  owning  sieves  and  treated  his  slaves  with  a  great 
deal  of  kindness,  so  lie  and  a  number  of  his  relatives  decided  in  184"  to  sell 
or  free  their  slaves  and  move  to  a  free  state,  which  they  did  in  184y,  dispos¬ 
ing  of  all  slaves  but  two  boys,  19  and  20  years  old,  who  came  to  Illinois  with 

two  years,  but  soon  wanted  to  ro  home  to  Tennessee  and  live 
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and  hunter  to  keep  them  in  venison  s teaks  duriny  the  trek  of  about  eight  weeks. 
Grandma  was  nine  yedrs  old  and  Aunt  Mart  (Hartelia)  was  about  seven  years  old, 
so  Grandma  rode  a  horse  most  of  the  way.  They  had  five  horses  in  addition  to 
the  two  oxen  for  each  wagon. 

They  went  to  Nashville,  then  through  Hopkinsville,  Ky. ,  where  grandma  got 
behind  the  caravan  by  stopping  at  an  apple  orchard  and  asking  the  darkies  for 
one  or  two  apples  to  eat;  so  they  gave  her  an  apron  full  but  it  was  getting  late 
in  the  evening,  a.lriost  darlr,  so  she  got  a  scolding.  A  w.nt  Mart  ’/anted  to  ride 
the  horse  too  but  they  told  her  she  was  too  little,  since  she  was  only  seven. 

They  reached  the  Ohio  River  at  Shawneotown  and  crossed  the  next  day.  That 
was  sometime  in  the  latter  part  of  October.  Then  they  hit  what  wan  called  the 
Old  G  oshen  Road,  that  ran  from  Shawneotovn  to  Cahokia,  and  Springfield,  Illinois, 
(This  was  also  called  the  Shawnee  Trail.)  Thence  north,  to  McLea/nsboro,  Illinois, 
to  a.  farm  where  they  continued  to  live  long  years  afterward. 


In  this  caravan  there  was;  the  McDaniel's,  the  Hollands,  the  Mosses, 
McColgins,  o.nd  two  other  families  whose  nones  I  have  forgotten.  It  would  be 
an  interesting  story  if  I  had  the  Imack  for  writing  a  book,  but  I  don't,  so  it 
will  only  live  in  memory  as  Grandma  told  it.

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The  Holland- Jackson  Genealogy,  by  Pearl  Davis  HcOall,  gives  the  history  of 
our  branch  of  the  Holland  family,  so  far  as  it  is  knovm.  Hrs.  HcCall  \:r.  s 
nearly  ready  for  publication  of  the  book  when  a  query  in  the  DAP.  magazine 
nut  me  in  touch  with  her,  and  the  connection  was  made.  She  ’mew  that  some 
of  the  children  of  James  Holland  had.  moved  to  Illinois,  but  had  not  found 
the  right  ones.  She  takes  the  family  back  to  Thomas  Holland,  soldier  in  the 
Revolutionary  War.  The  record  is  "Thomas  Holland,  private,  enlisted  the  4th 
of  September,  1777  for  three  years  in  Cspt.  David  Arrell's  Go.,  yrd  and  4th 
Virginia  Regiment,  commanded  by  Col.  Thomas  Marshall." 

In  the  Georgia  Land  Lottery  of  1827 ,  Thomas  Holland  drew  two  tracts  of  land 
for  Revolutionary  War  Service.  At  that  time  he  lived  at  El°y’s  District  of 
Greene  County,  Ga.  About  the  year  1790-91  the  family  were  settled  th°re. 


Thomas  Holland  n?  vr  ior1  Phoebe  Rid  man  and  their  firsx 
Yirgwina.  ITansenond  County  wa s  claimed  as  their  home 
in  the  earliest  census. 
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In  1820  and  1821  he  deeded  slaves  to  his  children,  including  to  "son  James 
Holland  in  Tennessee,  a  negro  boy,  Med. 11  There  was  also  a  dcod"to  William 
Hammond  in  right  of  ny  daughter,  Elizabeth,  a  negro,  Lucy.  11  T'  is  William 
Hammond  is  believed  to  be  the  brother  of  Rebecca  Ha-  -nond  who  married  Janes 
Holland.  Thomas  Holland  also  deeded  to  Samuel  I!.  Helms,  "for  r.”  daughter 
Sally".  This  couple  had  a  daughter  Martelia,  and  she  wr>  r  the  one  our 
■  rand; -other  was  named  for. 


Membership  in  the  rational  Society  of  the  DAR  dated  Cot.  iprR  was  granted 
to  Carol  McCall  Woodfin,  Corpus  Christ! ,  Texas,  national  Ho.  4621°4,  and  is 
available  to  all  who  are  descended  from  this  Thomas  Holland. 


James  Holland,  born  about  178^,  died  in  1842  at.  Sparxa,  Tennessee.  He  was 
married  by  loOo  to  Rebecca  Hammond,  born  1789  in  Tenn. ,  died  18w?  in  Tenn. 
James  Holland  bought  land  in  White  County,  Tenn. ,  in  182^  and  again  in  18\2. 
His  estate  was  administered  by  his  wife ,  Rebecca,  in  1°42.  Three  of  the  chil 
dren  were  minors.  The  I8f0  Census  gave  Rebecca’s  birth  as  being  in  Tennessee 
so  the  birth  in  Ireland,  as  told  by  Aunt  Diana,  was  probably  farther  back.

stories  in  height,  and  contained  three  large  rooms  on  each  fleer.  Between  the 
hoardings  were  bricks,  after  the  manner  of  building  the  ancient  garrison  houses; 
so  that  the  Indians  could  not  penetrate  it  with  their  gun  balls.  Situated  on  a 
swell  of  land  it  had  a  sunny  location;  shade  trees  stood  near  and  the  out-stretched 
fields  were  luxuriant  with  vegetation.  This  was  one  of  the  first  houses  in  that 
section,  being  built,  probably,  by  Hr.  Benjamin  Goodridge,  upon  his  settlement 
there  about  l6G9» 


He  came  from  Hewbury,  where  by  his  three  wives  be  had  severe  1  children  born. 
His  father  was  Y/illiam  Goodridge  who  emigrated  from.  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  Suffolk- 
shire,  England  in  1 6~4,  and  settled  in  Watertown,  Hass.  He  had  four  children, 
three  sons  and  one  daughter,  who  became  the  wife  of  Edward  Y/oodnan,  Jr.,  of 
Newbury,  in  l6|5f.  About  1 64^  Hr.  Goodridge  removed  to  Newbury,  where  he  died 
in  the  spring  of  1647.  His  widow,  Margaret,  afterwards  married  John  Hale  of 
He;, ’bury,  where  she  died  in  1 65;>.  William’ s  youngest  child  was  born  in  Y/atertown 
April  11th,  1642.  At  the  are  of  21  he  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Francis  Jordan 
of  Ipswich-  on  her  death  he  married  her  sister  Deborah  for  his  second  wife.  She 
died  ?n  1676  and  he  again  married,  this  time  Sarah  Croad,  November  l6th,  1672, 
and  about  162E,  as  wc  have  previously  stated,  settled  at  this  old  pla.ee,  o:°  which 
vc  arc  writing.  Hr.  Goodridge’ s  children  at  the  tine  of  the  ’massacre  in  October 
1692,  were  as  follows:  Benjamin,  born  in  Hewbury  about  1 66ry  Joseph,  July  6th, 
1667;  Daniel,  March  3,  1670;  Josiah,  January  1,  1674  (erroneously  called  John); 
Samuel,  August  lf-th,  1682;  Deborah  born  about  lofr>,  probably  in  Georgetown,  and 
E  benezer,  born  in  Geor  -etown  December  J',  l6CC.  Of  these  children  it  ?s  not 
3-niown  ho;;  many  were  present  when  the  massaare  occured.  Hr.  Benjamin  Goodridge 
was  a.  man  of  some  consequence  in  his  tine,  and  had  he  lived  in  a  more  thickly 
settled  place  we  would  find  more  evidence  of  his  judgment  and  strength  of  char¬ 
acter  and  the  estimation  in  which  he  was  hold.  He  attended  to  the  active  Christian 
duties  of  the  Sabbath,  and  it  is  to  his  honor  that  at  the  close  of  a  shill  Autumn 
Sabbath  day,  we  find  him  and  his  family  Imeeling  around  their  altar  engaged  in 
evening  prayers.  On  this  evening,  the  2Jrd  of  October,  1692,  the  sun  having  gone 
down  behind  the  tree  tops,  the  wind  blew  gently  in  through  the  open  windows,  and 
the  good  man's  words  of  petition  and  thanksgiving  rose  upwards,  borne  on  wings  of 
love  to  the  throne  of  grace.

I11  the  gathering  dusk,  and  being  knelt  in  prayer,  the  s' 

Indian  was  not  noticed  by  the  family,  until  the  report  of  a  ym  broke  the  outward 
stillness  and  Hr.  Goodridge  fell  to  the  floor,  a  ball  having  pierced  his  breast. 

In  the  consternation  which  followed,  the  Indians,  for  there  were  several,  entered 
the  house  and  murdered  Hr.  Goodridge,  and  his  wife  and  two  children,  Ebenczer, 
aged  three  ye arc,  and  another,  a  daughter,  probably,  as  Gage  speaks  of  two  dau¬ 
ghters  being  killed.  His  daughter  Deborah,  then  only  seven  years  of  ago  was  taken 
captive,  and  carried  away  to  what  might  prove  to  her  worse  than  death.  It  is

The  Indians  vrho  perpetrated  this  deed 


of  savage  cruelty,  it  is  said,  belonged  to  one  of  the  eastern  tribes  n.nd  had  been 
on  an  excursion  to  commit  some  blood-thirsty  act,  but  bciny  unsuccessful  they 
sought  revenge  on  the  lives  of  this  quiet  and  unobtrusive  family,  Deborah,  the 
captive,  ras  redeemed  the  following  spring,  at  the  expense  of  the  province.  She 
a.fteruards  married  Matthew  Duty  of  Rov/ley,  v;ith  whom  she  lived  many  yea.rs  in 
ITev.'bury.  After  the  deatli  of  her  husband  she  su°nt  the  remainder  of  her  long 
life  among  relatives  in  Beverl-,r.  She  often  visited  the  scene  of  that  terrible 
tragedy,  a  distant  recollection  of  which  she  retained  to  her  death,  which  oc¬ 
curred  in  Beverly  in  177^»  at  the  age  of  88  years.  Cf  the  other  children, 

Benjamin  was  living  in  logp,  and  probably  settled  in  Lunenburg,  Hass.  Jasper 
and  Daniel  settled  in  ITewbury,  Josiah  in  Bern-rich,  Heine,  and  Samuel  in  Boxford. 

Mr.  Allen  Goodridge,  a  great-grand -son  of  the  la.st  named  Samuel ,  of  t?ie  General 
Lend  Office,  Washington,  D.C.,  writes  of  his  hearing  this  narrative  tol^  by  his 
grand  parents  in  ’  is  early  hone  in  Vermont:  I  well  re; icnber  hearing  my  grand¬ 

father  and  grandmother  tall:  of  the  murder  of  Benjamin  by  the  Indians,  end  one  lime 
in  Particular  a.fter  <"rendfr.th' r  died  (lflp)  before  her  death  (which  occurred  at 
my  fath.cr 1  s  house  in  1871),  v.dien  I  was  fifteen  of  age)  _r°'’ ’  ether  told  the 

story  of  his  being  killed  and  the  story  of  Hannah  Dus tan  of  Haverhill;  to  ny 
brother  and  I.  It  made  so  deep  an  impression  on  ny  mind  that  I  have  never  forgot¬ 
ten  it".  Thus  may  wc  seek  to  record  the  momentous  incidents  cf  early  times.  Thus 
may  we  keep  fresh  in  our  memory  at  what  great  cost,  at  v;hat  terrible  sufferings, 
our  republic  war  founded.  Hunger,  cold,  solitude,  danger  from  the  wild  animals 
and  more  cruel  men,  were  the  companions  of  these  brave  hearts  w!  o  ^irst  caused 
our  virgin  soil  to  yield  her  cultivated  fruit.  But  their  hunger  made  them  client 
cold  wade  then  tough,  and  solitude  thoughtful,  and  danger  na/1  o  then  more  eoci‘'l , 
wore  humane,  more  like  a  family  related  by  common  bonds  of  dependence,  yet  from 
their  a vo cation  they  learned  independence.  Thus  dependence  and  independence 
worked  sm’c  by  sid«  in  those  early  days,  and  to  those  two  qualities  \io  nay  trace 
the  prime  foundation  of  our  '••ov  eminent.

William  Braden,  our  great-grandfather,  is  listed  in  the  18*0  Census  of  Lincoln 
County,  Tennessee,  in  the  20-^0  age  bracket.  On  April  12,  1828,  he  sold  fifty 
acres  of  land  to  Isaac  Gs+tis  in  that  county.  He  acquired  this  land  by  a  grant, 
for  which  he  paid  .  12g^  an  acre,  on  Jan.  19?  1827*  State  of  North  Carolina  set 
aside  some  land  in  Tennessee  and  gave  it  to  men  who  served  in  the  North  Carolina 
Continental  Line  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  but  this  was  not  the  case  here, 
or  it  would  have  been  written  in  the  grant.  It  is  what  was  called  a  "purchased 
grant".  A  photostatic  copy  of  the  grant  gives  no  information  as  to  where  William 
Braden  came  from.  This  is  grant  No.  ^l6 1. 

William  Braden  brought  his  family  to  Moore's  Prairie,  in  Jefferson  County,  Ill. 
some  time  between  I84l  and  184^?  since  it  occurred  between  the  birth  of  the  last 
two  children,  Dorothy  and  William  D. ,  as  the  18^0  Census  states  that  Dorothy  M. 
was  nine  years  old  and  born  in  Tennessee,  and  William  D.  was  five  years  old  and 
born  in  Illinois.

The  census  showing  her  name  as  Sarah  perhaps  means  that 
abeth  and  the  Census  taker  put  down  merely  the  first  name, 
d  wife.

Both  Father  and  Uncle  Joe  said  that  their  grandfather  William  had  only  one  arm, 
and  that  his  other  arm  was  crushed  at  a  "log  rolling".  They  did  not  know  where 
it  happened,  nor  when. 


Sometime  after  13^0,  the  family  "went  west",  leaving  our  grandfather,  James  Noel, 
in  McLeansboro,  Illinois,  Hamilton  County,  where  he  had  married  and  settled  down. 
Aunt  Dorothy  married  a  William  Hamlin  and  I  have  traced  their  descendants  to 
Colorado,  but  they  know  nothing  about  the  early  family.  John  was,  according  to 
Grandfather ,  his  twin,  a  "Campbellite "  preacher. 

In  a  letter  to  Uncle  Joe,  written  in  1908,  from  Primero,  Colorado,  Aunt  Dorothy 
stated  that  her  brother  William  Jr.  lived  at  Joplin,  Mo.,  and  had  a  son  in  East 
St.  Louis.  These  we  have  been  unable  to  find.  Vie  do  not  know  where  William 
and  his  wife  went,  nor  where  they  died  and  were  buried. 

Our  grandfather ,  James  Noel,  married  first  Martha  Richards,  in  18^6,  and  they 
were  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Florence.  Martha  died  and  he  married  our  grand¬ 
mother,  Martelia  Nelms  McDaniel,  March  8,  i860.  They  had  four  children:

W  hen  grandfather  and  grandmother  were  married,  he  worked  for  Joseph  Hopkins 
McDaniel  in  his  flour  mill,  so  it  wa s  a  case  of  marrying  the  boss’s  daughter. 

Ho  was  a  devoutly  religious  man,  and  was  one  of  five  men  who  organized  the 
First  Baptist  Church  in  McLeansboro.  He  was  partially  deaf  all  his  life.  He 
joined  the  Union  Army  at  the  outset  of  the  Civil  War,  but  was  sent  home  because 
of  his  deafness,  discharged. 


Elizabeth,  the  elder  daughter,  may  have  married  and  remained  in  Illinois.  An 
Elizabeth  Braden  married  Chester  B.  Chasteen  in  Dec.  1 6,  1855*  This  could 
have  been  the  one.  She  would  have  been  22  years  old. 


It  is  noticeable  that  William  Braden  and  his  wife  were  older  than  most,  to  have 
children  as  young  as  these .  Elizabeth,  the  oldest  child,  was  born  when  her 
mother  was  thirty- two  and  her  father  thirty-nine.  They  may  have  lost  their 
older  children  in  an  epidemic  or  accident,  or  were  married  late  in  life,  which 
is  a  little  unusual  for  that  day.  This  also  nay  haven  been  a  second  marriage, 
and  there  may  have  been  older  children.  We  do  not  know.  If  the  marriage 
occurred  late  in  life,  it  may  have  been  about  1872.

1.  EDWARD  CARLTON  (7/alter,  John,  Thomas,  John),  born  in  Hornsea,  was 
baptized  at  Beeford  20  Oct.  l6l0.  He  married  at  St.  Martin,  Micklegate, 

York,  5  Nov.  1 656,  ELLEN  NEWTON,  bapt.  at  Hfdon  Co.  York,  24  Feb.  l6l4, 
daughter  of  Lancelot  and  Mary  (Lee)  Newton.  The  family  joined  the  party 

of  Rev.  Ezekiel  Rogers,  which  embarked  probably  from  Hull,  in  the  ship  John 
of  London,  which  appears  to  have  reached  Massachusetts  in  the  autumn  of 
1658.  In  the  spring  of  l6j9  the  company  commenced  the  settlement  of  the  town 
of  Rowley,  where  the  Carlton's  second  son,  born  in  October  of  that  year,  was 
the  first  recorded  birth.  In  1649  Edward  Carlton  returned  to  England. 

2.  LIEUT.  JOHN  CARLETON  (Edward,  Y/alter,  John,  Thomas,  John)  born  probably 
in  Yorkshire  about  1657,  died  at  Haverhill,  Mass.,  22  Jan.  1668.  There  he 
married  probably  about  1658-9  Hannah  Jewett,  born  at  Rowley,  Mass.  15  June, 
l64l,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mary  (Mallinson)  Jewett.  As"Hana  Carleton 
widdow"  she  married  secondly  at  Salem,  Mass.,  5-8  mo.  1674,  as  his  second 
wife,  Christopher  Babbidge  of  Salem,  and  was  living  as  late  as  27  Nov.  1706. 
He  was  a  very  active  man  in  the  Colony.  He  made  his  will  January  15,  1668, 
proved  15  April  1669. 

5.  EDWARD  CARLETON,  b.  at  Haverhill,  Mass.,  22  Mar.  1664/5;  d.  at  Bradford 
Mass.,  27  August  1708;  m.  about  1669,  Elizabeth  Kimball,  b,  at  Bradford 
24  July  1669,  d.  there  27  August  1727,  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Mercy 
(Hazeltine)  Kimball.  Eleven  Children.

5.  CUTHWINE,  son  of  Ceawlin  and  father  of  Cutha  or  Cuthwolf,  did  not  rule. 

6.  CUTHA,  or  Cuthulf,  son  of  Cuthwine  and  father  of  Ceolwald  and  the  younger 

Cynegils,  did  not  rule. 

7.  CECLWALD,  did  not  rule. 

8.  CENRED,  son  of  Ceolwald,  and  father  of  King  Ina  and  Ingild,  did  not  rule. 

9.  INGILD,  d  718,  son  of  Cenred  and  father  of  Eoppa,  did  not  rule. 

10.  EOPPA,  son  of  Ingild,  father  of  Eafa,  did  not  rule. 

11.  EAFA,  son  of  Eoppa,  did  not  rule. 

12.  EAHLHUND,  son  of  Eafa.  "A.D.  784,  At  this  time  reigned  Elmund  Kin£ 
in  Kent,  the  father  of  Egbert;  and  Egbert  was  the  father  of  Athulf. 

15.  EGBERT,  b.  775,  d.  856,  don  of  Eahlmund,  King  of  Kent.  Egbert  was  King 

of  Wessex,  802-827,  and  was  the  first  king  of  all  England,  627-856;  m. 

Raedburh.  The  male  line  of  kings  descend  from  him  to  Edward  the  Confessor 
and  the  female  line  to  the  present  time. 


14.  AETHELWCLF,  King  of  England,  859-858,  d.  Jan.  15,  858;  m.  (1)  Osburh, 
dau.  of  Cs}.ac,  the  royal  cup-bearer. 
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15.  ALFRED  THE  GREAT,  King  of  England,  871-901,  b.  Wantage,  Berkshire,  849, 
d.  Get.  28,  901;  m.  868,  Ealhswith  (Alswitha),  d.  ca.  905,  dau.  of  Earl

CLEMENT 


RICHARD  CLEMENTS  of  Croft,  Leicestershire,  England,  to  whom  the  ancestry  of 
Robert  Clements  of  Haverhill,  Mass,  has  been  traced,  was  born  in  England 
probably  about  1506,  and  died  in  Croft  in  February,  1571.  He  married  Elizabeth 

_  who  at  the  time  of  her  marriage  to  him  was  a  widow,  with  a  daughter  Joan; 

she  survived  her  husband,  Richard  Clements. 

The  place  of  birth  and  parentage  of  Richard  Clements  are  unknown,  but  his 
residence  at  Croft,  in  the  year  1557>  has  been  proved  by  records  which  show, 
that  with  John  Smyth  and  William  Kyng,  he  made  an  inventory  of  the  estate  of 
Thomas  Crispe  of  Croft  in  that  year.  From  1557  to  1571 ,  the  year  of  his  death, 
his  name  together  with  that  of  his  son-inplaw,  Robert  Ives,  frequently  appears 
in  the  Croft  records. 

Richard  Clements  left  a  will,  dated  J  February,  1571  >  which  was  proved  by  the 
executrix,  Elizabeth  Clements,  on  1  March  1571*  In  it  he  asks  that  his  body 
be  buried  in  the  church  yard  of  Croft,  and  bequeaths  to  the  mother  church  of 
Lincoln,  2d.  :  to  the  "poore  mens  box  in  crafte  churche",  4d;  to  son  Robert 
Clements  a  mare  foal;  to  son  Edward  Clements,  one  ewe:  to  son  Richard  Clements, 
one  heifer  and  six  sheep,  at  the  age  of  fourteen;  to  Jone,  his  wife's  daughter, 
a  brown  heifer  called  "lylle"  and  40s;  to  Mary,  his  daughter,  a  cow  named 
Whitefoot;  to  Isabel  Ives,  his  daughter,  a  calf.  He  makes  Elizabeth,  his  wife, 
"whom  I  louve  and  trust  abous  all  other  nexte  unto  God"  residuary  legatee  and 
executrix;  his  son  Robert  Clements,  his  overseer.

Robert  Clements,  of  Croft,  left  a  will  dated  25  May  1606.  He  gave  to  wife 
Margaret,  two  cows,  etc.;  to  son  Robert,  JO  Lid;  to  Alvce  Roberts,  daughter 
of  Jane's  daughter,  10s;  to  Anne  Roberts,  daughter  Jane's  daughter,  10s;  to 
Anne  Roberts,  daughter  Jane's  daughter,  10s;  to  a}.l  the  rest  of  daughter  Jane's 
children,  UOs.  each;  to  Alice  Johnson,  daughter  Isabel's  daughter,  Aqs.  at 
eighteen;  to  all  the  rest  of  my  children's  children,  40s  each;  to  son  Robert 
Clements  of  Layre,  the  house  wherein  he  dwelleth;  to  son  John  Clements,  all  the 
interest  he  owns  in  Earle-Shilton  field  and  town  and  also  the  money  that 
Richard  and  William  Orton  are  to  pay;  other  bequests  to  family  and  friends, 
and  to  the  poor. 

5*  RICHARD  CLEMENTS,  born  probably  at  Croft,  County  Leicester,  about  1570, 

buried  at  Cosby  18  Jul3r  1617.  He  married  at  Cosbv,  2  Mar.  1594—5  Agnes _ 

Fellows,  who  died  at  Huncote  in  1619.  Rochard  Clements  was  a  church  warden 
of  the  parish  of  Cosby,  and  signed  each  page  of  the  official  transcript  of  the 
parish  register  of  Cosby  to  certify  its  accuracy.  The  transcript  was  made  in 
1598  and  the  signatures  given  here  may  be  taken  as  of  that  date.

Watertown,  Mass.,  and  died  in  1669. 

Robert  Clenents  probably  grew  to  manhood  in  the  parish  of  Cosby,  receiving  an 
education  which  developed  a  mind  unusual  for  the  times.  Although  the  records 
show  little  of  him  in  youth,  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  great  formative 
influences  of  the  period  profoundly  affected  him. 

By  the  time  Robert  Clements  was  45  years  old,  he  had  amassed  considerable 
property  at  Cosby,  Huncote,  Ansley  and  Witherly  and  perhaps  in  other  parishes. 
Tradition  makes  him  also  interested  in  ships  or  "ventures'1  on  the  sea.  Undoubt¬ 
edly,  his  son  Job  Clements,  in  1659,  then  a  young  man  of  about  25,  came  over  to 
New  England  and  was  in  Ipswich  in  that  year,  and  a  year  later  was  with  Rev,, 

John  Ward  at  Pentucket  on  the  Merrimac.  It  seems  probably  that  Robert  Clement 
belonged  in  the  ranks  of  men  whose  spirits  rebelled  at  the  hampering  guidance 
of  the  church.  Financial  gain  could  not  have  been  his  reason  for  emigrating, 
as  he  was  so  well  established  in  England  that  he  held  his  property  there  through¬ 
out  his  life  in  the  Colonies.  This  was  a  most  unusual  proceeding.  The  death 
of  Lydia,  his  wife,  in  1642,  may  have  been  the  final  thing  that  decided  him  to 
go,  for  two  months  later  he  sold  the  lands  at  Witherly. 

Robert,  with  his  eldest  son  Job,  his  second  son  John,  his  youngest  son  Robert 
and  his  daughters  Sarah  and  Lydia,  sailed  for  America.  His  sons  Abraham  and 
Daniel,  aged  about  20  and  18,  he  left  behind  in  England,  ihev  being  pledged  to 
the  army  of  the  Commonwea 1th.  These  two  pursued  their  army  careers  in  Ireland, 
where  they  were  granted  lands,  and  Daniel  became  the  ancestor  of  the  Earls  of 
Leitrim. 

Robert  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  where  he  became  a  man  of 
importance.  He  supplied  the  first  need  of  the  town  by  building  a  grist  mill. 

His  son  Robert  became  a  cooper;  his  son  Job  had  already  learned  the  tanner’s 
trade.  His  second  son  John  appears  to  have  depended  on  the  land  alone  and  this 
may  have  been  one  reason  for  John’s  return  to  England  later  on.  His  daughters 
married  men  of  importance  in  the  new  community.  In  November  1645,  Robert  Clement 
was  made  a  freeman.  In  1647,  he  was  made  a  "commissioner  to  end  causes"  in  Haver 
hill.  This  office  was  equivalent  to  the  modern  one  of  Justice  of  the  Peace.  He 
served  as  deputy  to  the  General  Court  in  1647  and  following  years  until  1654 , 
when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Lieut.  John  Clements.  In  1648  lie  was  an 
associate  Judge  for  the  County  of  Norfolk.  He  served  as  Associate  Judge  until 
1654.  In  1649  he  was  appointed  Commissioner  to  lay  out  County  Roads;  to  set  off 
public  lands;  to  fix  their  limits.  On  15  June,  I65O,  he  was  given  the  power  to 
administer  the  Oath  of  Fidelity. 
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His  many  public  offices  gained  him  a  wide  acouaintance  in  the  colony.  Confi¬ 
dence  in  his  uprightness  seems  to  have  been  general,  and  that  he  enjoyed  the 
respect  of  all  his  associates  can  not  be  doubted.  Chase,  in  his  "History  of 
Haverhill"  sums  up  his  character  in  the  following  words; — "A  man  of  rare 
ability  and  superior  talents".  Such  a  man  will  prosper  anywhere,  a.nd  as  the 
years  went  by  his  holdings  and  property  in  New  England  increased  in  value. 

Sometime  before  1657  he  remarried,  Judith _ .  He  died  at  Haverhill  29  Sept 

1656.  His  will  was  dated  only  25  days  before  his  death  and  is  evidence  that 
some  illness  seized  him  unexpectedly  and  that  he  feared  his  life  was  ending. 

The  device  on  the  seal  attached  to  his  will  has  become  indecipherable.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  inventory  of  his  estate,  Robert  Clements  possessed  a  "silver 
seale  &  ring"  which  probably  bore  the  ^rms  of  the  family. 

His  daughter  Lydia  married  Moses  Pengry,  his  daughter  Mary  married  John  Osgood 
See  Pengry  and  Osgood.

Ann,  widow  of  Capt.  Bozoan  Allen  (3)  of  Boston.  "Joseph  Jewett,  of  Rowley, 
wag  marryed  to  AnnAllen,  widow,  formerly  the  wife  of  Capt.  Bozon  Allen  of 
Boston,  lp!  3:  55  by  Richard  Bellingham,  Dept.  Gov."  She  was  buried  8  Feb. 

1660-1.  Her  will,  dated  5  Eeb.  1660,  mentions  "one  hundred  pounds...  that  I  have 
in  my  own  dispose  to  be  divided  among  these  four  of  my  children,  viz.  Johan  Allen 
Ann  Allen,  Isaac  Allen  and  Bossum  Allen";  that  covenant  betwene  Mir.  Joseph  Jewettt 
and  me";  dau.  Priscilla  (Essex  Probate). 

He  was  buried  26  Feb.  1660-1.  His  will  was  proved  26  Mar.  l66l.  The  original 
now  much  worn,  is  on  file  in  the  Probate  office  in  Salem.  A  true  copy,  printed 
line  by  line  S3  written,  is  here  given. 

I,  Joseph  Jewett  of  Rowley  beinge  weake  of  boddy  but  perfect  in  understandinge 
and  memory  doe  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  manner  and  forme  as 
followeth,  Imprimis  after  my  debts  beinge  payed  I  desire  the  restof  my  goods 
may  bee  equally  divided  among  my  seaven  children,  as  well  those  two  that  I  have  by 
my  last  wife  as  the  five  that  I  had  before.  Allways  rrovidcd  that  my  eldest 
sonne  Jeremiah  Jewett  must  have  a  dubbel  portion,  of  all  Estaie  I  have  both  in 
Hew  England  and  Olde,  whether  Personall  cr  Fealll,  further  provided  that  one 
hundred  Pounds  I  have  allredy  payed  to  my  sonne  Fhillin  Hellson,  that  shall  be 
counted  as  part  of  what  I  doe  now  give  him.  Item  I  doe  give  unto  my  sonne 
Jeremiah  Jewett  the  farme  I  bought  of  Joseph  Muzzy  I  means  all  such  Lands 
bought  of  him  or  any  other,  that  are  on  the  Norwest  side  of  the  River  called 
Egipt  River,  with  all  the  meadow  I  bought  of  Nathaniel  1  Stow  and  Robert  Lord 
Senior,  provided  he  accept  of  it  at  five  hundred  pounds  and  wlieras  in  the 
fourth  Line  it  is  saide  I  desire  the  rest  of  my  goods  to  be  equally  divided 
amongst  my  Seaven  children  I  meane  Lands  as  welll  as  goods  and  if  any  of  these  my 
above  saide  seaven  children,  should  depart  this  life,  before  the  age  of  twenty 
one  years,  or  day  of  Marriage,  then  there  portions,  shall  bee  Equally  divided 
Amongst  the  rest,  allwayss  nrovided  my  Eldest  sonne  Jeremiah  shall  have  a  doubell 
portion,  and  as  for  my  two  youngest  children,  and  there  nortion  I  leave  to  the 
disnosinge  of  my  brother  Maximilian  Jev/ett,  and  who  he  shall  aroint  when  he 
derarteth  this  life,  and  I  make  Exequitors  of  this  my  Iasi  will  and  Testament 
by  Brother  Maximilian  Jev/ett  and  my  3onne  Phillis  Hellscn,  my  sonne  John 
Carleton  and  my  sonne  Jeremiah  Jewett  Allwayes  free  and  willinge  that  they 
shall  be  satisfied  out  of  the  Estate,  for  all  such  pains  and  labour,  that  they 
shall  be  at  concerninge  the  above  premisses.  Joseph  Jev/ett 
(Seal)

Dudley  Bradstreet. 

John  Osgood  lived  in  Andover  in  the  house  his  father  left  him,  and  where  the 
first  recorded  town  meeting  was  held  in  March  16^6.  He  was  active  in  the 
Militia,  being  a  sergeant  I658G6I,  Lieutenant  1666-75-77-80,  andCaptain  1685. 
He  was  an  inn-holder  1689,  and  served  frequently  as  selectman,  holding  that 
office  in  1668,  69,  and  1689-90.  As  he  had  b  een  imprisoned  for  nine  or  ten 
days  by  Sir  Edmund  Andros,  without  warrant,  during  the  opposition  to  his  im¬ 
position  of  taxes  in  August  or  September  1687,  he  was  very  popular  among  the 
townspeople  of  Andover. 

Children  were  John,  Mary,  Timothy,  Lydia,  Peter,  Samuel,  Sarah  (d.v. )  Methit- 
able,  Hannah,  Sarah,  Ebenezer  and  Clement.  Sarah  married  Thomas  Perley,  and 
they  were  parents  of  Hepzibah  Perley,  wife  of  Thomas  Redington.

The  following  is  an  extract  from  "A  Genealogical  Record  of  the  Descendants  of 
Hoses  Pengry  of  Ipswich,  Hass."  by  William  M.  Pingry 

6ur  early  ancestors  were  men  of  character,  standing  and  influence,  industrious  and 
frugal,  willing  and  able  to  sustain  themselves  and  rear  their  families  for  usefulness. 
The  same  characteristics  have  to  a  great  extent  marked  their  posterity.  Uo  family 
has  made  better  citizens  than  the  descendants  of  Hoses  Pengry.  Trained  as  most  of 
them  have  been  to  habits  of  industry,  frugality  and  uprightness,  descended  from 
Puritan  ancestors,  and  embracing  much  of  their  strictness,  they  have  been  law 
abiding,  and  ready  to  contribute  of  their  property  and  influence  to  promote  the 
general  welfare. 

In  the  French  war,  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  the  second  war  with  Great  Britain  and 
the  war  for  sustaining  the  unity  of  the  nation  and  the  authority  of  the  United 
States  government ,  they  furnished  their  share  of  those  who  took  the  tented  field, 
and  endured  the  hardships  of  war,  and  poured  out  their  blood  and  gave  up  their 
lives  for  their  country  and  nation.  Before  the  war  of  the  rebellion  they  enter¬ 
tained  divers  political  views,  but  when  the  tug  of  war  came  they  were  all  patriots, 
were  all  for  sustaining  the  authority  of  the  nation  forcibly,  if  necessary.  Hone 
of  them  rejoiced  in  rebel  victories,  or  mourned  for  their  defeat" 

Hoses  and  Aaron  Pengry  were  in  Ipswich,  Mass.,  as  early  as  April  l64l,  as  appears 
by  the  record  of  a  deed  from  Barnabas  Horton  to  Hoses  Pengry,  dated  the  12th  day 
of  the  first  month,  l64l ,  to  which  Aaron  was  a  witness.  In  1648,  he  subscribed 
5  Lid.  8  towards  Major  Denison's  salary.  Major  Daniel  Denison  was  deputy  to  the 
General  Court  from  Ipsv/ich  that  year.  In  16^4,  Aaron  Pingry  owned  a  house  lot 
near  John  Brewer,  Hark  Quilter  and  others.  Aaron  Pengry  made  several  other  pur¬ 
chases  of  land.  He  married  Jennet,  Widow  of  Robert  Starkweather .  Robert  Stark¬ 
weather  died  beforcllov.  4,  1674.  She  was  born  about  1622,  and  survived  her 
second  husband.  Aaron  Pengry  made  his  w ill  May  4,  1684,  which  was  probated, 

Nov.  17,  1696.  He  had  no  children,  and  left  his  estate  to  his  wife,  except  for 
bequests  to  various  people,  including  his  brother  Moses  and  Hoses'  sons,  and 
after  the  death  or  remarriage  of  his  wife,  the  balance  of  his  estate. 

HOSES  PENGRY  married  Lydia,  daughter  of  Robert  Clement,  who  came  from  London  to 
Haverhill,  Hass.,  as  early  as  1642,  bringing  many  children  with  him,  no  less  than 
nine  of  whom  are  named  in  his  will.  (This  is  our  second  line  to  Robert  Clement) 

Ipsv/ich  records  show  that  in  l64l,  Moses  Pengry  was  one  of  the  list  of  commoners. 

In  1648,  he  was  paid  4  shillings  for  killing  a  fox.  The  same  year  he  subscribed 
5  shillings  toward  Major  Denison's  salary.  In  l6N0  Hoses  Pengry  received  a  grant 
of  land  40  acres  beyond  Mr.  Hubbard's  farm  near  to  Wenhan  line.  In  1 695,  Hoses 
Pengry  paid  6s  for  pasturing  two  cows  on  the  north  side  of  the  river.  In  l6j4 
he  was  one  of  the  selectmen.  In  1 696  Deacon  Pengry  is  assessed  by  the  selectmen 
4  Lids. as  a  spinner.  In  1659  Moses  Pengry  has  liberty  to  fell  two  white  oaks. 

Moses  Pengry  died  Jan.  2,  1696,  aged  86.  His  wife  Lydia  died  Jan.  16,  1676. 

(2)  AARON  PENGRY,  born  16^2,  married  Ann  Pickard  of  Rov/ley.  She  was  daughter  of 
John  Pickard,  who  was  of  Rowley  as  early  as  1 64j?,  and  married  Jane  Crosby  in  1 655. 

He  represented  Rov/ley  in  the  Legislature  in  l66l  and  1695*  and  died  1697 ,  aged  75* 

His  widow  died  Feb.  20,  1716,  aged  89  years.

(5)  JOB  PENGRY,  born  October  17,  1688,  in  Ipswich;  published  to  Elisabeth 
Brocklebank,  ITov.  1,  1717.  I  think  she  was  (language  used  in  the  book  by  Mr. 
Pingrey)  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Brocklebank,  whose  father  bore  the  same  name, 
and  was  a  deacon  and  captain,  and  was  killed  in  King  Phillip's  war,  April  21,  1676. 
Ke  was  killed  in  battle. 

Job's  first  wife  died  Feb.  12,  1747,  aged  ^>2  years.  He  married  second,  Dorothy 
Dood,  Tonsfield,  April  6,  1749.  She  died  Jan.  J1 ,  1771,  aged  54  years.  He  married 
third,  Mrs.  Elisabeth  Platts,  May  14,  1772.  She  died  May  21,  1781,  in  the  87rd 
year  of  her  age.  Job  was  a  member  of  the  church  in  the  second  parish,  Georgetown, 
at  its  organization  of  18  members,  Oct.  4,  17p2.  He  was  very  regular  and  temperate 
in  his  habits,  and  died  April  25,  1785,  aged  96  years,  6  months  and  8  days. 

(4)  SAMUEL  PINGRY,  born  Jan.  2,  1719;  married  Elisabeth  Carlton,  daughter  of 
Ebenezer  Carlton,  March  9,  1748;  lived  in  Methuen  and  died  there  when  about  55 
years  of  age.

(Foster)  Peabody.  She  v/as  born  1644  and  died  April  JO,  1715* 

Third  in  line  was  Thomas  Perley,  Jr. ,  born  East  Boxford,  Sept.  27,  1668,  died 
IIov.  1J,  1745,  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  Capt.  John  and  Mary  (Clement)  Osgood. 
She  v/as  born  Nov.  4,  1675  and  died  Sept.  2J,  1724. 

The  daughter  of  Thomas  Jr.,  Kephzibah,  v/as  born  Aug.  14,  1699  >  date  of  death 
not  known,  married  Nov.  J,  172J,  Thomas,  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  (Kimball) 
Redington. 

The  Perleys  v/ere  a  prominent  family  in  Boxford  and  owned  much  property.

In  II- rk  Antony  Sower’s  bool'  on  English 
Surnames ,  Vol.  1,  raye  9>  is  the  following;  "I  love  you",  said  Edward  IV  to  sone 
of  the  family  of  Pickard,  "but  not  your  name",  whereupon  they  adopted  others. 

The  name  Pickard  nay  be  found  in  Hollingshed 1 s  Copy  of  the  Roll  of  Battle  Abbey, 
which  contains  the  nanes  of  those  who  cane  over  to  England  with  William,  the  Con¬ 
queror  in  t’-e  year  1066.  From  the  following  extract  copied  from  the  Institution 
books  in  the  will  office  of  York,  England,  it  appears  that  the  ns: .e  was  in  Yorkshire

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The  name  of  our  first  ancestor  in  America  was  Daman.  During  the  next  few  gener¬ 
ations  we  find  it  variously  spelled--Damman,  Deming,  Demming,  Dammon,  Dsynon, 
Domain,  and  Damon.  The  last  has  become  the  form  generally  accepted,  although 
each  of  the  several  spellings  is  occasionally  found  at  the  present  time. 

Anything  prior  to  the  arrival  of  William  Gillson,  with  his  sister's  minor 
children,  John  and  Hannah  Damon  to  this  country,  is  at  the  present  time  the 
merest  conjecture.  IIo  certain  date  has  been  found  for  this  arrival.  Deane,  in 
the  History  of  Scituate,  says;  "It  is  certain  thet  William  Gillson,  Anthony 
Annable,  Thomas  Bird,  and  some  others  were  here  before  1628".  The  above  men 
and  others  were  called  "Men  of  Kent",  having  come  from  that  county  in  England. 

This  appellation  still  further  identifies  them  inasmuch  as  those  living  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Medway  River,  in  England,  were  called  "Men  of  Kent",  claiming 
superiority  over  those  on  the  east,  the  "Kentish  Men."  This  distinction  has 
existed  since  the  early  days  of  English  history,  and  is  generally  referred  to 
the  belief  that  the  "Men  of  Kent"  were  either  the  original  inhabitants,  or  to 
the  stout  resistance  they  offered  to  William  the  Conqueror  on  his  march  to  London 
after  the  Battle  of  Hastings. 

William  Gillson  is  mentioned  as  a  "man  of  talents  and  learning,"  and  with  others 
as  "men  eminently  qualified  for  transacting  not  only  the  municipal  concerns  of 
the  settlement,  but  in  taking  part  in  the  government  of  the  Colony".  He  v:as  one 
of  the  first  deacons  of  the  church  at  Scituate.  He  was  Deputy  to  the  Colony 
Court  from  l6^J>  to  1658,  except  l6y^.  The  first  windmill  in  the  colony  for  grind¬ 
ing  corn  was  erected  by  him  in  1 656,  a  pounding  mill  having  been  erected  at  Ply¬ 
mouth  four  years  earlier.  Quoting  from  the  History  of  Scituate;  "We  observe  an 
act  of  Court  respecting  his  mill,  1657;  'It  is  enacted  that  the  miller  at  Sci¬ 
tuate  shall  not  take  above  the  twelfth  part  for  the  toul  of  grindinge  corne1. 

We  observe  also  that  he  was  a  contractor  (with  others)  at  a  very  early  date  to 
improve  the  navigable  passage  at  Green's  Harbor,  near  Governor  Winslow's,  in 
Marshfield,  (then  called  Rexham).  Colony  Records  1 6^5,  'It  is  ordered  that  un¬ 
less  Mr.  Gillson,  John  Shaw  and  others,  that  undertook  the  cutting  of  the  passage 
between  Green's  Harbour  and  the  Bay,  finish  it  before  the  October  next  ensuing, 
according  to  covenant,  they  be  amerced  in  10  Ld. '  ". 

William  Gillson  died  in  l6y9,  and  after  the  death  of  his  widow  in  1649,  John 
and  Hannah  Damon  were  made  his  sole  heirs. 

1.  JOHN  DAMON  was  prominent  in  the  affairs  of  the  town  and  church.  In  military 
affairs  he  held  the  position  of  Sergeant;  in  1666  he  was  appointed  to  the  command 
of  the  Scituate  Militia,  under  Miles  Standish,  holding  this  position,  probably, 

until  1669. 

He  married  first,  Katherine,  daughter  of  Henry  Merritt,  in  June,  l6V-!.  (The 
wife  of  Henry  Merritt  was  Deborah,  daughter  of  Lieut.  Isaac  Buck.  Their  children 
were:  Deborah,  born  1 64^,  John,  1647,  Zachary,  1649  (died  young);  Mary,  I65I': 
Daniel  16^2 ,  and  Zachary  16^4.  Katherine  died  Dec.  8,  1 655,  and  he  selected  ss 
his  second  wife  Martha,  daughter  of  Arthur  Howland  of  Plymouth.  They  were  mar¬ 
ried  Jan.  19,  1649.  Children,  Experience,  Silence,  Ebenezer,  Ichabod,  Margaret, 
and  Hannah.  John  Damon  died  in  l677» 
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2.  ZACHARY  DAI  101 T  and  his  elder  brother  John,  were  soldiers  in  the  King  Philip 
War,  in  1676  receiving  grants  of  land  for  their  services.  Zachary  became  a 
Lieutenant  in  the  Militia.  In  1679  he  married  Martha,  daughter  of  Walter  Wood- 
worth.  It  w as  from  this  same  ancestor  that  descended  Samuel  Woodworth  of  "Old 
Oaken  Bucket"  fame. 

3*  DANIEL  DAMON  married  first,  Bathsheba,  daughter  of  Israel  Sylvester  (son 
of  Richard)  Jan.  3,  1711-12.  Their  children  were:  Hannah,  born  April  24,  1 7 1 5 » 
Daniel,  Jr.  April  13,  1716:  Isaac,  Sept.  17,  1718,  and  Joseph,  Dec.  l6,  1720. 
Bathsheba  Damon  died  Dec.  24,  1720,  and  he  then  married  Jemima  Stetson.  Daniel 
Damon  died  Dec.  11,  1735* 

4.  DANIEL  DAMON,  JR.  was  a  man  often  employed  in  the  business  of  the  town. 

He  was  Representative  to  the  General  Court  in  1780,  and  the  same  year  was  a 
special  Representative  to  the  Convention  to  ratify  the  Massachusetts  State  Con¬ 
stitution.  Dec.  8,  174l,  he  married  Judith,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Abigail 
(Buck)  Litchfield. 

9.  SIMEON  DAMON  married  Lucy,  daughter  of  John' — -Grandson  of  James  and  Ann 
(VI  right)  Bowker.  During  the  Revolutionary  War,  Daniel,  John,  Samuel  and 
Simeon  Damon  were  enrolled  as  Minute  Men,  and  were  under  arms  on  several  oc¬ 
casions.  Simeon  Damon  was  Corporal  under  Capt.  Galen  Clapp,  and  Sergeant  under 
Capt.  Thomas  Collamer.  Simeon  Damon  remained  on  the  ancestral  farm,  located  in 
that  part  of  Scituate  which  in  1849  was  called  South  Scituate,  and  in  1888  be¬ 
came  the  town  of  Norwell.  He  died  Aug.  21,  1811,  aged  99  years. 

6,  SIMEON  DAMON,  JR.  removed  from  Scituate,  Mass,  in  his  early  manhood,  follow¬ 
ing  his  uncle,  Samuel  Damon,  to  Springfield,  Vt.  He  married  Jerusha,  daughter 
of  Phineas  and  Jerusha  (Marsh)  White,  May  28,  I806.  Simeon,  Jr.  was  born  Aug. 
25,  1781,  and  died  March  29,  1829.  Early  widowed,  Jerusha  Demon  worked  hard  to 
support  her  family,  and  became  a  nurse  much  in  demand.  She  died  at  the  home  of 
her  son  Owen  sometime  prior  to  i860,  In  Hamilton  County,  Ill.  For  some  years 
prior  to  her  death,  she  became  a  convert  to  the  beliefs  of  the  Sevehth  Dny  Ad- 
bentist  sect,  and  was  so  convinced  that  the  date  they  had  set  for  the  second 
coming  of  Christ  was  correct,  that  she  gave  away  everything  she  owned.  It  was 
thought  that  the  disappointment  hastened  her  death. 

7 ©  DESIAH  DAMON  was  born  May  29,  1819,  died  Nov.  20,  1861.  She  was  married  to 
Lorenzo,  son  of  Neman  Goodridge,  of  Westminster,  Vt. ,  Sept.  9,  1840,  emigrating 
to  Illinois  the  same  month,  settling  in  Hamilton  County,  then  a  wilderness.

REV.  NICHOLAS  BAKER  was  s  graduate  of'  3J: .  John's  College ,  Cambridge,  England, 
had  his  Batchelor's  Degree  in  l6pl-2,  and  Master  of  Arts  1 6j^.  His  brother 
Hathaniel  cane  over  with  him  and  both  settled  at  Hinghan  in  He  received 

a  share  in  the  first  division  of  house  l§ts  in  that  town .  He  afterwards  became 
a  large  landholder  in  Hull. 

He  was  ordained  in  Scituatc  in  1660,  where  he  was  instrumental  in  effecting  a 
reconciliation  of  the  two  churches  which  had  held  no  communication  with  each 
other  for  twenty-five  years.  Cotton  I  lather  says:  "Honest  ITicholas  Baker  of 
Scituate  was  so  good  a  logician  that  ho  could  offer  up  to  God  a  reasonable  servici 
so  good  an  arithmetician  that  lie  could  wisely  number  his  days,  and  so  good  an 
orator  that  he  persuaded  himself  to  be  a  Christian".  He  died  August  22,  1678, 
aged  67,  of  "that  horror  of  mankind,  and  reproach  to  medicine,  the  stone";  a 
memorable  example  of  patience  under  suffering".

Barstow  was  "allowed  by  the  Court  to  draw  and  sell  wine,  beer,  and 
strong  waters  for  passengers  that  come  and  goe  over  the  bridge  he  ha+h  lately  made, 
or  others  that  shall  have  occation,  unless  any  just  exception  shall  come  in  against 
him."

Sa  ucl  Bars  to;;  resided  in  the  Drinkwatcr  District,  and  owned  land  in  tin-;  Central 
end  Westerly  parts  of  the  town.  He  was  engaged  principally  in  farming,  having  an 
estate  of  nearly  1CC0  acres  and  v:as  somewhat  interested  in  com  ercial  pursuits  as 
a  shipowner,  and  in  manufactures  as  proprietor  of  a  mill. 

The  descendants  of  these  families  and  of  the  con  on  ancestor,  arc  widely  scattered 
over  the  Northern  and  Western  stages,  and  wherever  known  are  non  of  respectable 
standing,  and  several  hove  risen  to  eminence  and  honor,  in  the  councils  of  States, 
and  the  Congress  of  the  Hat ion. 

This  family  is  of  English  origin,  and  from  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  where 
the  name  still  occurs.  Four  brothers  of  this  name  came  early  to  ITew  England,  and 
settled  at  Cambridge,  Watertown  and  Dedham.  These  were  George,  I'ichael,  John  and 
William.  Of  but  two ,  George  and  William,  have  he  been  able  to  learn  when  and  how 
they  cane.  We  find  that,  on  the  20th  of  September,  lorr,  William  Barstcw,  about 
2g,  and  George,  about  21,  embarked  for  Hew  England,  in  the  Truelo'*o,  John  Gibbs, 
Master. They  were  sons  of  Matthew  Bar stow,  probably  of  Shelf,  York  County,  England.

BELCHER 


BELCHER  as  a  surname,  and  it's  variant  Belchier,  is  derived  from  "bel  cher" , 
meaning  good  friend.  The  earliest  records  of  the  name  in  print  were  the 
following:  In  127p,  Richard  Belchere,  County  Gloucester,  and  John  Belsire, 
County  Kent. 

The  earliest  laiovm  ancestor  was  John  Belcher,  of  Ellington,  England,  His  son 
Thomas  had  a  son  Gregory,  born  March  JO,  l6o6. 

GREGORY  BELCHER,  the  immigrant  ancestor,  born  about  l6o6,  according  to  his  de¬ 
position  in  l66s.  He  was  in  New  England  as  early  as  l6j~j ,  when  he  was  a  prop¬ 
rietor  of  Braintree.  On  Dec.  JO,  1&J9,  he  was  granted  a  lot  of  fifty- two  acres 
on  Mount  VJ  ollaston  (Braintree),  where  he  settled.  He  was  admitted  a  freeman 
May  1J,  1 640,  and  served  as  Selectman  1 646.  In  1 664  he  purchased  land  in  Mil- 
ton  which  he  gave  to  his  son  John  at  his  marriage.  In  he  leased  the 

Salter  farm  in  Braintree  from  the  estate  of  William  Tyng,  of  Boston,  and  with 
others,  1667-68  he  b  ought  the  place,  his  interest  being  one  eighth.  With  his 
son-in- lav;  Alexander  Marsh,  he  bought  the  iron  works,  with  two  hundred  acres 
of  land,  in  Braintree. 

He  died  ITov.  2J,  1674.  He  married  Katherine _ ,  who  survived  him  and  died 

in  the  spring  of  l680.  Her  will  was  dated  Sept.  J ,  1679,  and  proved  July  20, 
1680.  Children:  1.  Elizabeth,  married  Thomas  Gilbert.  2.  Josiah,  born  1 6jh.

!•  THOMAS  BRIGHAM,  bom  probably  about  X4Y5»  is  the  earliest  of  the  Brighams 
of  Holme -on-Spal di ng-Mo o r ,  Yorkshire,  of  whom  record  has  been  found.  As 
"Thomas  Brigham  Senior"  he  appears  on  the  rental  roll  of  the  Manor  of  Holme 
in  1528,  as  holding  one  toft,  an  orchard,  a  barn,  a  close  called  Leyre  Pytts, 
and  a  half  a  bovat  of  land  called  Sal van  Lands,  for  which  he  paid  yearly 
l4s*8d.  No  will  is  preserved. 

2.  THOMAS  BRIGHAM,  JR.  was  born  about  I5OO  and  appears  on  the  rental  roll 
of  the  Manor  of  Holme  in  I528,  holding  a  cottage  and  land  for  which  he  paid 
yearly  5 s .  8d.  He  was  assessed  2d.  on  goodd  worth  20s.  at  Holme  in  a  subsidy 

in  1544.  He  married  about  1525  Elizabeth . He  was  buried  at  Holme  6  March 

1559-60.  His  wife  died  in  1575*  Ho  will  for  Thomas  can  be  found. 

THOMAS  BRIGHAM  III,  bom  about  1525»  was  a  yeoman  of  Holme.  He  married 
in  1548,  Jennett  Millington,  alias  Tomlinson,  born  about  1526,  daughter  of 
William  and  Barbara  Millington,  alias  Tomlinson,  of  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor. 

She  was  buried  there  21  January  1 587/8.  Thomas  was  buried  6  Feb.  155^/9  and 
left  a  will. 

4.  THOMAS  BRIGHAM  IV,  born  about  1549*  is  mentioned  in  the  will  of  his 
father  dated  25  Oct.  155®«  He  also  received  a  bequest  in  the  will  of  his 
cousin,  Peter  Tomlinson,  alias  Millington,  in  1584.  He  was  a  cloth  worker, 
as  in  his  burial  record  of  8  Nov.  1586,  he  is  called  a  "welster ",  He  married

5.  THOMAS  BRIGHAM  V,  married  Isabel  Watson,  daughter  of  James  Watson.  John 
Brigham,  brother  of  Thomas  was  born  at  Holme  about  1575  and  died  at  Hotham 

in  1621,  married  JO  Sept.  1599>  Constance  Watson,  bapt.  17  Aug.  1578,  daughter 
of  James  Watson,  and  sister  of  Isabel  Watson,  the  wife  of  Thomas.  Thomas  V 
was  baptized  May  21,  1576,  died  March  1&JJ,  mar.  Feb.  4,  1601,  Mrs.  Isabel 
(Watson)  Ellithorpe.  She  was  buried  June  25>  l6jh» 

6l  ANN  BRIGHAM,  daughter  of  Thomas,  married  in  l6jb,  Simon  Crosby.  As  widow 
of  Simon  Crosby,  the  emigrant,  she  had  considerable  property  at  the  time  she 
married  Rev.  William  Thompson  of  Braintree,  yet  in  order  to  spend  her  own 
money  for  maintenance  of  her  sons  by  the  first  husband,  she  had  to  secure  the 
written  consent  of  her  second  husband.

5.  THOMAS  CROSBY,  son  of  Anthony  and  Alison  Crosby,  was  born  in  Holme- on- 
Spaulding-Moor ,  County  York,  England,  about  1875,  anr^  died  in  Rowley,  Mass,  in 
May,  l66l.  He  was  buried  May  6,  l66l.  Thomas  Crosby  is  recorded  in  1599  as 
executor  of  his  father’s  will,  by  which  he  inherited  half  the  latter’s  goods 
and  the  ICO  acre  freehold  farm  in  Holme-on-Spaulding-Mcor ,  which,  in  1592  had 
been  purchased  from  the  Lambert  family.  He  settled  on  his  estate  and  added 
to  his  possessions  by  his  marriage  to  Jane  Sotheron,  daughter  of  William  and 
Constance  (Lambert)  Sotheron,  her  family  being  the  wealthiest  residents  of  the 
parish. 


Thomas  Crosby,  at  the  age  of  about  65,  emigrated  to  I-Iew  England,  before  1640 
his  son,  Simon,  having  preceded  him.  He  probably  went  to  live  with  his  son, 
who  had  settled  at  Cambridge,  Mass.  He  bought  land  and  a  house  at  Cambridge, 
but  after  a  few  years,  when  his  pastor,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Shepard,  died,  his 
friendship  for  the  Rev.  Ezekiel  Rogers  and  others  of  Rowley,  Mass.,  drew  him 
there.  He  disposed  of  his  Cambridge  property  and  spent  the  rest  of  his  life 
in  Rowley,  where  he  was  a  proprietor  and  received  grants  of  12  acres  of  land. 


Thomas  Crosby  married  in  Holme-on-Spaulding-Moor ,  Oct,  19,  l6C0,  Jane  Sotheron, 
daughter  of  William  and  Constance  (Lambert)  Sotheron.

Hr.  William  Gill  son  is  not  a  direct  ancestor  of  ours,  but  his  sister  was  the 
mother  of  our  JOIST  DAIIOH,  and  he  brought  John  and  Hannah,  orphaned  children,  to 
this  country  end  made  then  his  heirs  when  he  died,  so  we  feel  that  he  should  be 
given  notice  in  our  book. 

MR.  WILLIAM  GILLSOIT  settled  in  Kent  Street,  at  Scituate  in  1 6g~.  His  house  lot  was 
the  second  from  the  corner,  near  the  bridge.  He  had  land  also  at  the  north-east 
end  of  the  second  cliff,  and  also  a  lot  on  the  couth- '“ast  end  of  the  third  cliff, 
where  he  erected  a  wind  mill,  l6p6,  the  earliest  mill  in  the  Plantation,  if  not 
in  the  Colony.  He  had  a  lot  of  eighty  acres  upland  and  marsh,  from  "stonev  covo 
eastward" ,  on  the  forth  river,  in  which  lot  he  was  succeeded  by  several  purchasers, 
Thomas  Robinson  the  west  part  Y6hG,  Thomas  Michels  the  centre  l64r,  Israel  Hobart 
east  part  somewhat  later. 


Wo  observe  an  act  of  Court  respecting  his  mill,  l6p7:  "It  is  enacted  that  the 
miller  of  Sciiuate  s' all  not  take  above  the  twelfth  part  for  the  1  oul  of  grinding;© 
cornc".  We  observe  also  that  lie  was  a  contractor  (with  others )  at  ?  very  early 
date  to  ii:  prove  the  navigable  passage  at  Green's  liar' our,  near  Gov.  Winslow's  in 
Ilarchfield,  (then  called  Rexham).  Colony  records  l6;y,  "It  is  ordered  that  unless 
Hr.  Gill  son,  John  Shaw  and  others,  that  undertook  the  cutting  of  +h.e  passage  be¬ 
tween  Green's  Harbour  and  the  Bay,  finish  it  before  October  next  ensuing,  according 
to  covenant,  they  be  amerced  in  10  Lid. " 
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noticed  in  all  the  transactions  of  those  times  as  a  man  of  education  and  talents; 


but  re  died  early. 
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nephew  John  Daman  ny  lot  on  the  third  cliff  after  the  next  crop  is 
To  niece  Hannah  Daman  2CLld.  in  money — to  my  pastor  Mr.  John  Lothrcp  5  Lid.  in 
money."  Hr  left  no  children.  After  the  decease  of  his  widow,  l6Ao,  John  and 
Hannah  Daman  were  made  the  sole  heirs  of  the  estate. 

It  is  noticeable  in  all  mentions  of  William  Gillson,  he  was  given  the  title  of 
"Mr.",  which,  was  reserved  for  persons  of  prominence,  either  through  blood  or 
education.

WILLIAM  HAMMOND,  eldest  son  of  Thomas  and  Rose,  probably  came  to  America 
previous  to  the  year  1654,  as  he  does  not  appear  to  have  accompanied  his  wife 
and  children  that  year.  Probably  he  did  not  settle  immediately  in  Watertown, 
as  he  was  not  a  proprietor  in  Feb.  1656-7,  but  he  was  so  in  1642.  His  wife, 
Elizabeth,  age  47,  and  daughter  Elizabeth,  aged  15  years,  dau.

HOOKER 


REV.  THOMAS  HOOKER  was  born  in  Leicestershire  County,  England,  in  I5S6,  and 
died  in  Hartford,  Conn.  July  7,  1647.  He  married  at  Amersham,  Bucks,  England, 
April  5,  1621,  Su  sanna  Brabrand,  born  about  1597,  died  Farmington,  Connecticut, 
Hay  17,  1676,  daughter  of  Richard  and  Ann  Brabrand  of  Oxford,  England.  Rev. 
Thomas  Hooker  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Hooker,  who  died  at  Marfield,  Leicestershir 
County,  16^5,  and  wife  (name  not  given),  who  died  Marfield,  I63I. 

A  zealous  Puritan,  minister,  and  protochampion  of  American  democracy,  he  re¬ 
ceived  from  Emmanuel  College,  Cambridge,  the  degrees  of  AB  in  I606,  and  AH  in 
l6ll,  became  a  clergyman,  and  after  1620  settled  at  Chelmsford,  in  County 
Essex,  a  region  in  which  he  taught  and  preached  for  several  years  until  1$50, 
when  he  was  silenced  for  non-conformity  and  driven  into  exile  into  Holland. 
During  these  years  in  Essex,  he  secured  a  following  throughout  the  County,  and 
his  influence  was  doubtless  extended  into  the  neighboring  County  of  Herts. 
Hooker  and  some  of  his  adherents  came  to  New  England  in  16^5  and  others  soon 
followed.  At  first  these  settled  in  Newtowne  (now  Cambridge,  Mass. )  but  in 
1655  they  began  to  remove  to  Connecticut,  where  they  founded  the  town  of 
Hartford.  Rev.  Thomas  Hooker  and  his  v/if e  had,  among  others,  a  daughter  Sarah. 

SARAH  HOOKER  married  Rev.  John  Wilson,  II,  born  1621  in  England,  and  brought 
to  ITew  England  by  his  father,  Rev,  John  Wilson.  He  died  at  Medfield,  Mass., 
on  August  25 »  I69I.

Mr.  Hooker,  Mr.  Stone,  and  about  100  men,  women  and  children  took  departure 
from  Cambridge,  Mass.,  and  travelled  more  than  100  miles  through  hideous  and 
trackless  wilderness  to  Hartford,  Conn,  They  had  no  guide  but  their  compass, 
and  made  their  way  over  mountains,  through  swamps,  thickets  and  rivers.  No 
care  but  Heaven’s  nor  any  lodging  except  that  Nature  afforded  them. 

They  drove  l6o  head  of  cattle,  and  subsisted  on  milk.  People  carried  their 
own  packs,  arms,  and  utensils.  They  were  a  fortnight  on  the  journey.  Mrs. 
Hooker  was  borne  on  a  litter.  They  laid  the  foundation  of  Hartford,  Conn. 

In  later  years  a  monument  was  erected  to  the  founders  of  Connecticut.

SAMUEL  i'CVi'ES,  as  he  c norally  wroie  his  name,  or  House,  as  it  is  generally  written 
on  the  records,  and  as  his  descendants  spell  their  name,  probably  came  over  in  1 6p4 
with  the  Rev.  John  Lothrop.  He  first  settled  in  Scituate,  was  a  freeman  Jan.  1, 
l6y4_5,  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  church  there  Jen.  8,  He  built 

the  twelfth  house  in  that  town,  situate  between  the  houses  of  Richard  Foxwell  and 
Mr.  Lothrop.  This  he  afterwards  sold  to  Nicholas  Simpkins.  He  was  one  of  the  first 
settlers  in  Barnstable  and  probably  came  with  his  brother- in- lav;,  Rev.  Mr.  Lothrop 
in  l6gO.

He  lived  first  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  and  children  before  l66o  were  bom  there, 
in  1 6j6,  he  received  a  grant  of  a  ten  acre  lot  in  Billerica  but  it  was  not 
located  until  16^8,  and  occupied  in  1659*  The  place  remained  in  the  family 
for  many  years  and  was  owned  by  John  Parkdr  and  wife,  Abigail  Kidder  Parker 
daughter  of  Enoch  Kidder. 

James  Kidder  was  Ensign  in  Ca.pt,  Danforth's  military  Co.  and  his  house  was 
a  Garrison  in  He  was  placed  in  charge  of  Indians  at  Wanesit,  a 

position  which  indicates,  in  that  critical  period,  the  confidence  reposed 
in  his  skill  and  courage.  Hardships  occasioned  his  death,  which  occurred 
April  l6,  1676.

RICE 


This  name  is  of  Welch  origin,  being  a  variant  of  the  Welch  name,  Thys.  From 
South  Wales  it  spread  throughout  the  United  Kingdom  and  at  the  present  time 
is  well  represented  all  over  the  world.  In  an  illuminated  pedigree  of  the 
families  drawn  and  attested  by  Ralph  Brook,  York  Herald,  the  P.ice  family  is 
found  to  be  descended  from  Vyron  Reged,  Lord  of  Kidwelly,  Corunllon  and  Yskenen, 
by  Margaret  LaFaye,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Gorlois,  Duke  of  Cornwall.  Sir  Rhys 
ap- Thomas,  nineteenth  in  descent  from  Gorlois,  was  founder  of  the  English 
house  ofRice.  Of  this  distinguished  person,  Fuller,  in  his  ’’Worthies 11 ,  writes: 
"Sir  Rhys  ap- Thomas  of  Elmalen  in  Carmarthen,  was  never  more  than  a  knight, 
and  yet  a  little  less  than  a  prince  in  his  native  country." 

King  Henry  VII,  for  help  that  Sir  Rhys  ap- Thomas  had  given  him,  made  the 
latter  a  Knight  Banneret,  and  later  a  Knight  Companion  of  the  Most  lloble 
Order  of  the  Garter. 

Sir  Rhys  was  son  of  Thomas  ap-Griffith  and  his  first  wife  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  Sir  John  Griffith,  Knight.  His  descent  is  traced  as  follows:  Vyron  Reged 
had  Pasgen,  who  had  Mor,  who  had  Ririd,  who  had  Llowarch,  who  had  Run,  who  had 
Seysseyelt,  who  had  Gwrwared,  who  had.  Anarawd,  and  who  had  Kynhaithwy,  who  had 
Llowarch,  who  had  Einion,  who  had  Grony.  The  last  named  married  Lliwelvdd  v 
Einion  Klud,  Arglwydd  y  ddwy  El vail,  of  Radnorshire.  They  had  Elider,  who 
married  Gladys,  daughter  of  Philip  ap-Buck;  and  who  had  Philip,  who  married 
Gladys,  daughter  of  David  Fras,  Esq. 

The  latter  had  Nicholas,  who  married  the  second  daughter  of  Griffith  ap- 
Llewelyn  Voethus.  Their  son  Griffid,  married  liable  Dwnn;  their  son  Sir 
Thomas  ap-Griffith  married  Elizabeth  Griffith;  their  son  Rhys  ap-Thomas 
married  Mabel,  daughter  of  Henry  ap-V.Tilliam,  Esquire,  and  by  her  had  a  son, 

Sir  Griffith  ap-Rhys,  Ryce,  or  Rice. 

Sir  Griffith  Ryce  or  Rice  married  Catherine  S'!.  John,  daughter  of  S.'r  John 
and  Sybil  (daughter  of  Morgan  ap-Jenkyn  Philip)  St.  John,  and  they  were  the 
parents  of  four  children.  One  of  these,  Rhys  ap-Griffith  Rice,  had  Griffith 
Rice,  who  was  the  grand-father  of  the  first  American  ancestor. 

Deacon  Edmund  Rice,  Grandson  of  Griffith,  son  of  Rhys  ap-Griffith  Rhys,  or 
Rice,  was  born  in  Buckinghamshire,  (probably  in  Sudbury),  in  Vj9k. 

Deacon  Edmund  Rice,  the  original  American  ancestor  of  this  line,  was  a  great- 
rrcat-grandson  of  Sir  Griffith  Rice,  who  was  made  a  Knight  of  the  Bath  at  the 
marriage  of  Arthur,  Prince  of  Hales,  in  lr->01.  Edmund  Rice  and  his  wife  Tjamazine 
were  living  in  1627  in  the  village  of  Berkhamstead,  twenty-eight  miles  north  of 
London,  in  Hertfordshire.  Their  first  three  children  were  doubtless  born  in 
Sudbury,  Buckinghamshire,  and  five  others  were  baptized  at  Berkhamstead.  Edmund 
Rice  and  his  wife,  with  seven  of  these  children,  (one  had  died  and  one  was  born 
during  the  voyage),  landed  in  Massachusetts  in  l6j8.  In  16^9  he  was  living  at 
Sudbury,  Mass.,  on  the  cast  side  of  the  Sudbury  river  in  the  southerly  part  of 
what  is  now  VJ  ayland.  He  was  a  Selectman  in  1644  and  after,  and  became  a 
deacon  in  1648.  In  1656  he  was  one  of  thirteen  petitioners  who  besought  the 
General  Court  for  a  new  plantation.  In  l66o  he  removed  to  the  said  new  plan¬ 
tation,  Marlboro,  and  was  there  granted  fifty  acres  of  land.

He  died  at  Marlboro,  Massachusetts,  May  5,  1 665,  and  was  buried  at  Sudbury.  His 
first  wife,  Tamazine  Rice,  died  in  Sudbury  June  1?,  1 6^4,  and  he  married  second, 
March  1,  1 6^5,  Mercie  Brighan,  widow  of  Thomas  Brigham,  of  Cambridge,  who  had 
come  to  Massachusetts  in  1 6^5»

SYLVESTER- SILVESTER 


RICHARD  SYLVESTER,  of  Weymouth  and  Marshfield  in  Plymouth  Colony,  came  to  ITew 
England  in  I650,  probably  in  the  Mary  and  John.  Ke  died  between  June  15,  1 66* 
the  date  of  his  will,  and  Sept.  27,  1665,  when  the  inventory  was  made.  He  mar¬ 
ried  probably  about  l6p2,  Naomi _ ,  who  survived  him  and  died  on  or  before 

I'Tov.  2 6,  1668,  when  the  inventory  was  taken.  He  was  admitted  freeman  April  1, 

1654.  He  owned  land  in  Weymouth,  *2  acres,  about  1645.  Deane,  in  the  History 
of  Scituate,  pp  Jkl-yhQ,  states  that  Richard  Sylvester  was  in  Weymouth  in  1 6^5 
and  "gained  an  unfortunate  notoriety  by  espousing  certain  religious  sentiments 
too  liberal  for  the  age  in  which  he  lived".  Mr.  Robert  Lenthal,  his  minister 
at  Weymouth,  advanced  the  sentiment  that  all  baptized  persons  should  be  admit¬ 
ted  to  the  Communion  without  further  trial.  This  was  a  heresy  to  be  noticed  by  the 
Government,  and  he  was  ordered  to  retract  in  the  presence  of  the  General  Court,  with 
which  he  complied.  Richard  Sylvester,  who  held  the  same  opinion,  adhered  to  it,  and 
in  consequence  was  fined  and  disfranchised  by  the  Government.  Eventually  several 
families  removed  from  Weymouth  to  Scituate  and  Marshfield,  in  the  freer  colony  of 
Plymouth. 

Richard  Sylvester  and  his  wife  Naomi  had  twelve  children,  among  others,  Israel 
and  Joseph,  from  both  of  whom  we  are  descended  in  different  lines. 

ISRAEL  SYLVESTER  was  born  1646,  at  Marshfield,  Plymouth ,  Mass.,  and  died  at 
Scituate,  Mass.,  on  March  25,  1727*  He  married  in  1675)  Martha,  surname  unknown. 

BATIISKEBA  SYLVESTER,  their  daughter,  married  Jan.  11,  1711-12,  Daniel  Damon, 
of  Scituate.  (See  Damon)

JOSEPH  SYLVESTER,  was  born  April  12,  1655,  at  Weymouth,  and  died  1690,  killed 
during  an  expedition  against  Canada  during  the  French  and  Indian  Wars,  at 
Luisburg  or  Quebec.  The  town  of  Turner,  Maine,  was  originally  known  as  Sylvester, 
Canada.  It  was  granted  in  1765  to  the  descendants  of  Capt.  Joseph  Sylvester  and 
Company,  in  recognition  of  their  service  in  the  expedition  against  Canada  in  1690. 
He  married  Mary  Barstow,  born  Dedham,  Dec.  28,  l64l,  died  May  1715)  at  Scituate. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  William  Barstow  and  Ann  Hubbard.  William  was  the  son  of 
Matthew,  born  June  29>  15^5  at  Yorkshire,  England,  son  of  John  Barstow. 

MARY  SYLVESTER,  daughter  of  Joseph,  born  Dec.  24,  1666,  at  Scituate,  died 
Hanover,  1750-  Married,  1688,  Benjamin  Curtis  (Curtice).  (See  Curtis)

1,  HUMPHREY  TURITER,  born  about  1^95  Kent,  England,  died  1675  (agcd  80) 
at  Scituate,  Mass.,  cane  to  Plymouth  about  1628.  House  lot  assigned  to 
him  there  1629.  Built  his  house  and  lived  there  until  1 6^5  >  when  he 
removed  to  Scituate  and  had  house  lot  granted  to  him  on  Kent  street.  He 
settled,  hov/ever,  on  a  farm  east  of  Colman’s  Hill.  Tanner  by  trade,  he 
erected  a  tannery  in  l6p6.  He  was  a  member  of  the  first  church.  He  was 
a  Deputy  to  the  General  Court  l640-4l~^l2-44-45--46-47-50-5;l-52~?3»  He  was 
also  a  constable.  His  will  was  dated  Feb.  28,  1669,  proved  June  1675* 
He  married,  presumably  in  England,  Lydia  Garner,  who  died  before  her 
husband  at  Scituate,  Mass.

WATERS 


LAWRENCE  VJATERS,  a  carpenter,  was  a  proprietor  in  l6j:6-7,  in  Watertov.Ti, 
Massachusetts.  He  was  one  of  the  early  proprietors  of  Lancaster,  1 6^7, 
where  he  resided  March  17,  1669-10,  and  where  probably  his  ^our  youngest 
children  were  born.  On  June  1,  1655,  He  (then  of  Lancaster),  sold  to 
Robert  Harrington,  three  parcels  of  land  in  Watertov.Ti,  amounting  to 
one  hundred  twenty  nine  acres. 

He  married  Atm,  daughter  of  Richard  Linton,  His  daughter,  Rebecca, 
married  Josiah  V/hitcomb.  (see  Whitcomb) 

Richard  Linton  came  in  1 6^0,  was  a  proprietor  of  a  homestall  in  Watertown 
and  was  an  early  settler  of  Lancaster.

1,  JOHIT  W  HITCOMB,  emigrant,  v:as  in  Dorchester  by  1 655*  he  was  the  son  of  John, 
whoso  wife  was  Anne,  daughter  of  John  and  Frances  (Smythe)  Harper.  John,  the 
emigrant,  married  llov.  2 6,  1625,  Frances,  daughter  of  Henry  and  Joan  (Borridge) 
Coggan.  She  was  baptized  at  the  Church  of  St.  Mary,  At  Taunton,  County  Somerset 
Feb., 24,  1605-6,  and  was  the  youngest  daughter  mentioned  in  her  father’s  will. 
She  married  John  Whitcomb  at  the  same  church. 

They  came  to  America  some  time  between  l6p4  and  1658,  with  as  many  of  their 
children  as  had  already  been  born  (at  least  five).  They  were  first  in  Dorcheste 
then  in  Scituate,  finally  settling  among  the  founders  in  Lancaster,  Mass.  John 
W  hitcomb  died  there  Sept.  24,  1662,  aged  about  74;  Frances  died  May  17,  1671.

1.  JOHIT  WHITE  was  the  son  of  Robert  White,  who  died  in  South  Petherton,  England, 

March  8,  1642,  and  his  wife  Joan _ ,  who  died  Sept.  18,  1681,  John  White  was 

born  in  South  Petherton,  Somerset,  England,  March  l602,  married  in  Drayton  Parish 
Somerset,  May  28,  l627>  Joan,  daughter  of  Richard  West.  She  died  Lancaster,  Mass, 
May  18,  16^4;  he  died  there  1 679» 

John  White  is  called  "John  of  Salem  and  Lancaster"  to  differentiate  him  from  tv;o 
other  John- Whites  who  came  to  Hew  England  at  about  the  same  time.  For  early 
English  ancestry,  see  Genealogy  of  John  White,  Vol.  4;  also  Emma  White's  Genesis 
of  the  White  Family.  John  White  was  of  Salem,  Mass,  in  l6y8,  where  he  was  re¬ 
ceived  as  an  inhabitant  in  August,  l659>  being  granted  at  the  same  time  land  in 
what  is  now  called  Wenham.  On  this  land  Was  built  the  first  sawmill  and  grist¬ 
mill  in  Wenham.  In  l647»  or  about  the  first  of  the  year  1648,  he  returned  to 
England,  going  to  Stoke  Abbot  in  Dorsetshire.  He  probably  remained  there  about 
a  year,  and  returned  to  Hew  England,  where,  in  May,  1 675,  he  bacame  one  of  the 
proprietors  of  the  town  of  Lancaster,  Mass.  He  was  the  wealthiest  inhabitant  of 
this  town  and  under  the  rolls  of  apportionment,  took  the  most  land. 

His  wife  Joan,  who  was  added  to  the  First  Church  at  Salem,  Feb.  2 6,  1642,  died  at 
Lancaster  May  18,  16^4,  nineteen  years  before  her  husband,  whose  will  was  exe¬ 
cuted  Mar.  10,  l67p,  and  proved  May  28th  of  the  same  year. 

2.  JOSIAH  WHITE  was  baptized  at  Salem  June  4,  1643,  and  died  at  Lancaster,  ITov. 

11,  1714,  married  ITov.  28,  1678  as  his  second  wife,  Mary  Rice,  daughter  of  Thomas 
and  Mary  (King)  Rice,  of  Marlborough,  and  granddaughter  of  Edmund  Rice,  the  immi¬ 
grant,  who  came  from  Berkhamsted,  County  Herts,  England,  and  was  one  of  the  first 
settlers  of  Sudbury,  Mass.,  in  1639# 

3.  JOSIAH  WHITE  II  was  a  Sergeant  in  command  of  a  Garrison  1704-1711 ,  who  was 
born  in  Lancaster  Sept.  l6,  1682,  and  died  there  May  8,  1772.  His  wife  was 
Abigail  Whitcomb,  born  at  Lancaster  Mar.  19,  1 688,  died  there  Sept.  24,  1771 » 
daughter  of  Josiah  Whitcomb  and  his  wife  Rebecca  Waters. 

4.  JOSIAH  WHITE  III  was  born  at  Lancaster  Jan.  3>  17l4,  and  died  at  Rockingham, 
Vt.  Sept.  1,  1806.  He  married  Mar.  l4,  1739  >  Deborah  House,  daughter  of  Joseph 
House  and  Lydia  Curtis.  Josiah  resided  in  that  part  of  Lancaster  wl  ich  was  set 
off  in  1740  to  form  Leominster,  and  he  built  there  in  1740  the  "Old  Abbey",  still 
standing  in  1905j  where  ten  brothers,  nine- of  whom  served  in  the  Revolutionary 
War,  and  five  sisters  were  born.  His  tombstone  bears  the  following  record: 

"The  descendants  of  Josiah  White  at  his  death,  Children  18> 

Grandchildren  l6o,  Great  grandchildren  211.  Children  deceased, 

2,  Grandchildren  deceased  2 6,  great-grandchildren  deceased,  8F. "

Mr.  White  lived  for  a  time  at  Charlestown,  N.H.,  and  probably  removed  to  Rocking¬ 
ham  about  1779,  as  he  in  that  year  purchased  real  estate  in  town  and  took  the  oath 
of  allegiance  to  the  new  government  in  1777*  He  was  of  the  little  band  from  Rock¬ 
ingham  that  marched  to  Manchester  the  same  year.  His  name  frequestly  appears  upon 
the  town  records  as  taking  an  active  part  in  public  matters  of  his  time.

His  farm  home  v;ac  in  the  north  part  of  the  tovm,  the  same  recently  owned  and 
occupied  by  Chester  B.  Haduin.  A  part  of  the  original  house  is  now  used  as  a 
corn  barn  in  the  rear  of  the  brick  building  that  was  erected  by  Mr.  White's  son 
Phineas.  There  is  a  genealogy  of  the  "Descendants  of  John  White"  1758-1900", 
written  by  the  late  Miss  Myra  White  of  Haverhill,  Macs.  There  is  a  beautiful 
tablet  placed  on  the  aquare  "pig-pen"  pew  which  was  occupied  many  years  by 
him  and  members  of  his  family  in  the  First  Church  of  Rockingham.

5.  PHIITEAS  WHITE  was  born  at  Leominster,  Mass.,  bapt.  there  June  26,  17 re¬ 
moved  with  his  father  to  Rockingham,  Vt.,  and  later  lived  at  Springfield.  He 
married  April  1 h,  1788,  at  Rockingham,  Jerusha  Marsh  of  Rockingham.  Phineas 
White  was  a  member  of  Capt.  Jonathan  Holton's  company,  Col.  Ebenezer  Wood's  Reg¬ 
iment,  roll  dated  Oct.  17,  1780. 

6.  JERUSHA  WHITE  married  Simeon  Damon,  Jr.,  May  28,  I806.  (see  Damon  line) 
There  are  a  great  many  letters  from  Jerusha  Damon  to  her  children  in  Illinois 
in  the  possession  of  her  descendants  at  the  present  time  (1961).  The  spiritual 
well-being  of  her  children  was  her  first  concern,  and  her  letters  were  mostly 
exhortations ,  begging  them  to  be  ready  for  the  second  coming  of  Christ,  together 
with  news  and  accounts  of  some  of  the  cases  she  nursed.  In  a  letter  dated 

July  5,  I855,  she  says: 

"It  seems  that  almost  all  the  relatives  have  gone,  some  to  the  Eternal 
World  and  others  far  away,  and  I  am  almost  left  alone.  But  I  will  not 
complain,  since  God  is  everywhere  present,  and  has  promised  to  be  better 
to  us  than  our  fears,  and  I  have  proved  him.  Thus  lie  has  raised  up 
friends  on  every  side,  and  provides  all  I  need.  I  try  daily  to  enumcra+e 
the  mercies  I  enjoy  and  would  be  thankful  for  home  and  friends  and  food 
and  raiment  a  plenty,  and  a  garden  to  cultivate.  Everything  looks  pros¬ 
perous  and  bids  fair  for  a  rich  harvest.  It  is  a  general  time  of  health — 
no  prevailing  dises.se  among  us." 

In  another  letter  she  says: 

"This  morning  I  had  my  tea  in  my  china  cup  that  Harriet  gave  me,  and 
some  of  Owen's  honey  on  my  biscuit.  What  more  could  I  want?" 

Evidently  the  love  of  gardening  comes  to  us  from  both  sides  of  the  family.

1764,  M.A.  1770,  B.D.  177^5  D.D.  lC07 ,  Rector  of  Islip,  Oxfordshire,  1^7^,  Rector 
of  Cliffe,  County  Kent,  lr79j  Rector  of  Coxton,  County  Kent,  lr°r,  prebendary  of 
St.  Pauls,  London,  1797'**l6lr,  and  of  Rochester  Cathedral,  1791-l6l4.  About  I78O, 
he  became  Chaplain  to  Edmund  Grindall,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  in  1787  be¬ 
came  Canon  of  Windsor,  holding  this  position  for  thirty-one  years  until  his  death 
Hag/  17,1617,  aged  7J>  and  wss  buried  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Georre,  Windsor  Castle, 
and  a  monumental  brass  to  his  memory  states  that  he  we s  beloved  of  all  in  his  life 
and  much  lamented  in  his  death.  He  married,  first,  about  1777*  Isable,  daughter

While  at  the  University  he  became  deeply  interested  in  the 
theological  discussions  of  thm  day,  and  under  the  influence  of  Rev.  Richard  Rogers 
of  Wethersfield,  and  of  t’e  celebrated  Rev.  William  Ames,  D.D. ,  he  soon  became  con¬ 
verted  to  the  principles  of  the  Puritans.  His  nonconformity  resulted  in  his  being

After  preaching  for  a  short  time  at  llewport ,  Herd  lake,  Ken  ley,  and  other  places, 
he  lived  for  some  years  as  chaplain  in  several  honorable  families.  Then,  for  th.ro 
years,  he  broached  at  Bunstead,  Stoke,  Clare,  and  Candich,  all  in  Co.  Suffolk,  unt 
about  lu20,  who-’:  he  succeeded  the  Rev.  William  Jenkins  at  Sidbury,  Ce.  Suffolk,  where 
he  officiated  some  ten  years  with  great  acceptance  to  his  parishioners.  B«ing  here 
persecuted  and  freowontly  suspended  for  his  non-confcmity,  he  encouraged  scad  sup¬ 
ported  the  colonization  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay,  and  joined  the  first  emigration, 
coming  to  Hew  England  in  +Im  Spring  of  1670,  in  the  "Arbella" ,  wi  th  Gov.  Winthrop, 
lorybi'-  l-i-i  <•>  <?nd  1  dren  in  England.  Soon  aft-’-r  the  au-rival  of  the  company,

in  establishing  iko  colony  on  a  pe mancntly  prosperous  basis,  ho  went  back  to  Eng-*- 
lend  in  April,  l6pl,  returning  to  Boston  in  !!ay,  l6;2,  with  his  wife,  son  John,  end 
daughter  Elizabeth.  A  few  Months  after  his  return,  ho  was  installed  as  pastor  of 
the  church,  on  Hov.  2p ,  l6g-2,  being  succeeded  a.s  teacher  by  the  celebrated  Rev. 

John  Cotton. 


In  the  autumn  of  1 6j>4,  Hr.  Wilson  made  another  voyage  to  England,  to  settle  the 
estate  of  his  brother  Edmund,  but  returned  to  Boston  in  Oct.,  1 6~r,  and  continued 
as  pastor  for  thirty-five  "ears,  until  his  death,  Aug.  7>  1667,  being  associated 
after  Hr.  Cotton's  death  in  l6r2,  with  Rev.  John  Horton  a 5  teacher.  During  his 
Ilinis try,  ho  frequently  made  visits  to  the  Indian  settlements  with  Rev.  John  Eliot, 
the  "Apostle",  end  labored  as  a  missionary  to  the  savages. 


Many  contemporary  writers  and  records  bear  witness  to  the  high  esteem  and  veneration 
in  which  Rev.  John  Wilson  was  held.  While  not  endowed  with  as  brilliant  talents  as 
the  Rev.  John  Cotton,  he  was  nevertheless,  a  devout,  learned,  zealous,  and  able  nan, 
and  his  sympathetic  nature,  kindness  of  heart,  and  generosity  to  the  needy,  greatly 
end  eared  hi::  to  his  parishioners.  Of  his  character,  Cotton  Mather  s^ysi  "If  the 
picture  of  tin's  good  and  therein  great  nan  were  to  be  erectly  given,  great  zeal  with 
great,  love  would  be  the  two  principal  strokes  that  joined  with  orthodoxy  should  make 
up  his  portraiture."  Mis  zeal  in  the  "orthodoxy"  of  his  religious  views,  however, 
’..'as  carried  to  intolerance  and  bigotry,  as  was  commonly  the  case  in  that  period  of 
strenuous  religious  opinions.  His  portrait  in  oil  is  in  the  possession  of  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society. 

Among  his  published  works  were:  "Some  Helps  to  Faith"  (London,  l62r);  "Famous 
Deliverances  of  the  English  Ration"  ,  a,  poem  (London,  1626);  a.  Latin  pema  to'  the 
memory  of  Rev.  John  Harvard;  and  a  tract,  "The  Dny  Breaking  if  not  the  Sun  Rising, 
of  the.  Gospel  with  the  Indians  in  Hew  England"  (16^7). 


Mr.  Wilson's  house  and  garden  in  Boston  were  situated  on  the  north-west  corner  of 
the  present  State  and  Devonshire  streets.  Portions  of  this  property  lie  disposed 
of  during  his  lifetime,  and  the  remainder  ho  deeded  to  his  son  John  and  daughter  Mary 
Danforth,  on  May  pi,  1607 .  (Suffolk  Co.  Deeds,  vol.  v,  fol.  2pp)  They  sold  it  to 
Kercki'Hi  Ushnr,  on  July  2,  1668,  for  L4jp.7.0  (ibid.  vol.  x.fol.  9&).  On  April  1, 
l6p4,  Hr.  Wilson  was  granted  two  hundred  acres  at  "Mystic"  by  the  General  Court, 
(Msss. Colony  Records,  vol.  1,  p.  1X4),  and  this  farm,  covering  what  is  now  the  Well¬ 
ington  district  of  Medford,  he  sold  to  Thomas  Blanchard,  on  Feb.  12,  l6rC-l . Suffolk 
Co.  Deeds,  vol.  1,  fol.  22p. )  On  Dec.  8,  1654,  he  was  given  a  grant  of  land  at 
Braintree,  by  the  town  of  Boston,  on  condition  that  he  would  relinquish  to  the  torn 
the  grant  at  "  Mystic"  by  the  General  Court;  but  as  he  was  obliged  to  go  to  consid¬ 


erable  expense  to  secure  a  clear  title,  it  was  voted  on  Dec.  4:

Record  Commissioner's  Report,  vol.  11, pp.  2,6.)  This  Braintree  grant,  comprising 
some  7g0  acr^s,  was  over  half  a  mile  wide,  and  located  on  both  sides  of  the  present 
line  of  the  Old  Cclon,r  Railroad,  and  extended  from  the  vicinit"  of  Sr-uantitm  Street 
in  Wollaston  southward  to  behond  Adams  street  in  Quincy.  Mi  is  farm,  (which  was 
rented  to  Alexandcr__Harsh,  Thomas  Faxon,  and  others,  for  many  years,)  Mr.  Wilson 
gave  by  deed,  on  May  pi,  1667,  to  his  son  John  and  daughter  Mary  Danforth.  (Suffolk 
Co.  deeds,  vol.v,  fol.2pp).  They  divided  the  property  in  I60J ,  Rev.  John  (7) 

W  ilson,  Jr.  taking  the  southern  portion,  and  his  sister  the  northern  part.  The 
southern  portion  was  occupied  by  Dr.  John  (6)  Wilson,  (son  of  Rev.  John  (7)  of 
Medfield,  and  grandson  of  Rev.  John  (4)  of  Boston)  from  1692  until  his  death  in 
1728,  and  a,  small  part  of  it  continued  in  the  possession  of  his  lineal  male  descend¬ 
ants  until  the  death,  of  his  grandson  Dr.  John  (8)  Wilson  of  Slicrborn  in  177'6.

fi.  REV.  JCI2T  UILSCM,  born  in  England  in  1621,  was  brought  to  ITew  England  by  his 
father  on  tho  latter’s  second  voyage,  in  May,  16^2.  He  was  graduated  in  the  first 
class  at  Harvard  college  in  1642,  wag  admitted  to  Ills  father's  church  in  Boston  on 
’March  y,  1644,  and  was  admitted  freeman  May  26,  1647.  After  preaching  several 
years,  he  became  assistant  to  the  Rev.  Richard  Mather,  at  Dorchester,  in  1649,  and 
after  two  wears  service  there,  moved  to  Medfield  soon  after  the  settlement  of  that 
nlace,  and  in  D^c.,  loQl,  was  installed  as  the  first  minister  in  the  new  town  whore 
lie  was  ordained  pastor  on  Get..  12,  16^2,  in  which  service  he  continued  for  forty 
years  until  his  death,  besides  performing  the  duties  of  physician  and  schoolmaster. 
His  hones’ ead  in  Medfield  was  situated  on  the  site  of  the  present  Toim  Hall.  By  a 
contemporary  he  is  referred  to  as  "gracious  and  godly,  a  faithful  and  useful  man, 
well  esteemed"  .  He  died  Aug.  2y,  1691,  aged  nearly  70,  having  on  the  previous 
Sunday  preached  both  forenoon  and  afternoon,  "fervently  and  powerfully". 

He  married,  about  l64C,  Sarah,  (2),  daughter  of  Rev.  Thomas  and  Susanna  Hooker  of 
Hartford,  Conn.  He  came  to  ITew  England  September  l6yy,  and  located  first  at  Cam¬ 
bridge,  whence,  in  June,  l6y6,  lie  removed  to  Hartford,  Conn.,  where  he  served  as 
minister  until  his  death  July  7?  1647.

his  education,  largo  estate,  end  distinguished  ninisterial  connections,  he  occu¬ 
pied  an  enviable  social  position  and  v/as  popular  and  prominent  in  tovni  affairs 


from  1699  to  1710,  often  serving  on  committees  and  as  moderator  of  tovni  meetings 
and  v/as  Rep.  to  due  General  Court  in  1 698.  In  1 696  he  received  a  commission  as 
C^pt.  of  o^e  of  the  local  military  companies,  and  on  June  1700,  v/as  appointed 
a  Justice  of  the  Fcacc,  an  office  of  distinction  at  that  tine. 


Dr.  l/ilson  died  intestate  and  on  Dec.  26,  1720,  his  estate  v.’o.s  divided  equally 
among  liis  children  and  his  grandchildren.  He  married  July  h ,  168;-,  his  cousin, 
Sarah  (2),  baptised  in  Ililford,  Conn,  in  1662,  died  in  Braintree  Aug.  20,  1729 , 
daughter  of  the  Rev.  Roger  end  Kary  (Hooker)  TTev/ton,  Hr.  Hev/ion  came  to  ITevr 
England  as  a  youth  and  v/as  educated  for  the  ministry  by  Rev.  Thomas  Hooker,  v/hose 
daughter  he  later  married.

WOODWORTH 


1.  WALTER  WOODWORTH ,  first  mentioned  in  1635.  Probably  came  from 
England  with  the  Rev.  John  Lothrop  who  became  the  settled  minister 
at  Scituate.  The  wife  of  Walter  Woodworth  has  never  been  identified. 
From  this  ancestry  came  Samuel  Woodworth,  who  wrote  the  "Old  Oaken 
Bucket 11 . 

2.  MARTHA  WOODWORTH,  daughter  of  Walter,  married  in  l679»  Lt.  Zachar 
Damon,  a  soldier  in  the  King  Philip  War,  and  received  a  grant  of 
land  for  his  services.
